WASHINGTON, May 10.—In the 
midst of the Hoover ‘‘honeymoon 
party” political manoeuvring has be- 
come intensified, there is a so-called 
revolt in the Republican ranks in 
Congress over certain duties speci- 
fied in the tariff revision bill and 
great uncertainty exists as to the 
outcome of the pending farm relief 
and tariff legislation. 

The Senate and House had a quiet 
day, but over both the storm clouds 
grew darker. 

In the Senate the storm will break 
on Monday, when Senator Brookhart 
of Iowa, now back in the insurgent 
Republican ranks, will cross swords 
with Senator Fess of Ohio, the Re- 
publican whip, over his strictures on 
Senator Brookhart and _ Senator 
Borah of Idaho and Senator Nye of 
North Dakota for voting, against 
President Hoover’s wishes, to put the 
export debenture plan in the farm 
relief bill. 

In the House the Républican lead- 
ers considered a policy of refusing to 
receive the farm relief bill when it 
should be passed by the Senate on 
the ground that the Senate had vio- 
lated its constitutional rights by 
originating what was alleged ‘to be 
a revenue measure. The Constitu- 
tion stipulates that revenue measures 
must originate in the House. 

One bit of certainty stands out in 
all this uncertainty. That is, that the 
“honeymoon” appears to be over. 
Not only is the President being op- 
posed by the Democrats but in both 
houses there is disaffection among 
those of his own party. 


Echoes of the Fess Letter. 


There were echoes today of the in- 
cident created yesterday by Senator 
Fess in giving to the newspapers a 
letter he had written to a friend in 
Ohio, in which Senators’ Borah, 
Brookhart and Nye 
‘‘pseudo-Republicans”’ for voting to 
attach the export debenture scheme 
to the farm relief measure. These 
echoes were not loud, however. 

They rumbled most when Senator 
Brookhart gave notice that on Mon- 
day he would speak ‘‘briefly’’ on 
‘“‘pseudo-Republicans and other as- 
pects of farm legislation.’’ Senator 
Moses, who was presiding in the 
Senate at the time, repeated Mr. 
Srookhart’s words with stress laid 
on “‘briefly,’? which brought an audi- 
ble laugh from both Senators Borah 
and Fess. 

Another echo died away in the dim 
distance. Some Democratic Senators 
contemplated making speeches de- 
signed to keep alive the controversy 
in the Republican ranks produced by 
the course of thirteen Senators of 
that party in voting for the deben- 
ture plan and the afterclap that came 
in Senator Fess’s attack on ‘‘pseudo- 
Republicans.’’ Senator Harrison of 
Mississippi was to start the ball roll- 
ing by one of his ironical, oratorical 
efforts. 


But prudat counsels prevailed. 
Senator Robinson of Arkansas, the 
Democratic floor leader, prevailed in 
his contention that it would be better 
politics to let the Republicans carry 
on their own row. So there was no 
, outbreak. : 


Fess Primed for Brookhart. 


Senator Fess welcomed the an- 
nouncement of Senator Brookhart. 
He is all primed for the Brookhart 
speech. Next week will be a lively, 
if unproductive, week in the Senate, 
although the probability is that the 
farm relief bill will be passed be- 
fore it is over. 

Today the Senate reached an agree- 
ment by unanimous consent to limit 
debate on the measure after 3 o’clock 
on Monday. Beginning at that time, 
no Senator may speak more than ten 
minutes on the bill or any proposed 
amendment. The chances are that 
the bill, with the Senate’s approval 
and the debenture provision in it,

Hoover Abstained From Part 
In Drafting the Tariff Bill

WASHINGTON, May 10.—Presi- 
dent Hoover, has not interfered 
with the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee in the drafting of any tar- 
iff schedule or exerted his influ- 
ence in any way in framing the 
bill, according to information at 
the White House. 

The explanation was made in 
denial of reports that one of the 
President’s secretaries had influ- 
enced the committee to change 
the schedule on boots and shoes. 

It was also said that the Presi- 
dent did not intend to use his 
power to persuade Congress to 
modify its views on farm relief, 
not in such a way, at least, as to 
appear to be wielding an ‘‘Execu- 
tive club.’”? The White House 
thinks the debenture plan will dis- 
appear in conference on the farm 
bill.

PUT AT 39,140 FEET 


Official Altitude of Wednesday’s 
Effort Is 722 Feet Above 
Previous Mark. 








MOFFETT LAUDS THE FEAT 





He Declares Navy Airman’s 
Flight Will Help in Develop- 
ment of Fighting Plans.

WASHINGTON, May 10.—Official 
certification that Lieutenant Apollo 
Soucek, the navy aviator, reached an 
altitude of 39,140 feet in his airplane 
on Wednesday, creating a new world 
record, was announced today by the 
Bureau of Standards. A report to 
that effect was submitted by Dr. 
George K. Burgess, director of the 
bureau, to the National Aeronautic 
Association. 

The new record exceeds by 722 feet 
the record of 38,418 feet set by Lieut. 
C. C. Champion, naval aviator, in a 


flight in 1927 at the Anacostia sta- | 


tion. 


The exact altitude rea¢hed by 
Lieutenant Soucek in his Wright 
Apache plane was established by cali- 
bration of two barographs carried in 
the plane. This required more than 
a day’s laboratory work by Dr. W. 
G. Brombacher, head of the instru- 
ment section of the Bureau of Stand- 
ards, and H..R. Henriksen, his aide, 
who has specialized in aircraft in- 
strument investigations. 

The barographs were placed in 
Lieutenant Soucek’s plane by Cap- 
tain Luke Christopher, secretary of 
the contest committee of the Na- 
tional Aeronautic Association, who 
supervised the flight, and Mr. Hen- 
riksen. 

Wright Will Sign Report. 

An official report of the record will! 
be forwarded by the Aeronautic <As- 
sociation to the Federation Aeronau- 
lique Internationale at Baris and 
wil] be signed by Orville Wright, as 
chairman of ‘the contest committee. 
The report will contain detailed tech- 
nical data on the flight, including 
the type of plane, the Wasp motor 
and supercharger power plant and 
aerological conditions which  ob- 
tained during the flight. 

It was revealed today that the 
Roots supercharger employed in 
Lieutenant Soucek’s piane to repro- 
duce in the motor at high altitudes 
the atmospheric conditions obtaining 
on the ground and at lower altitudes 
was developed at the experimenta’ 
laboratory of the national advisory 
committee for aeronautics at Lang- 
ley Field, Va. 

The new altitude record is the third 
world airgraft record and the third 
American record to be made by the 
two Soucek brothers, both naval lieu- 
tenants.

MUIRFIELD, Scotland, May 10.— 
Walter Hagen won the British open 
golf championship here. today for 
the fourth time in his career and for 
two years in succession. The Brit- 
ish golf experts are saying tonight, 
‘“‘We deserve it, and the Americans 
will go on winning until we take 
golf seriously. The whole story 183 
that the Americans practice and we 
don’t. We are too casual about it 
and that won’t do.’’ 

Not only did an American win, but 
second and third on the list also were 
Americans. In fact, among the first 
fourteen performers were ten from 
the United States. 

Hagen’s total was 292 and was the 
same seore that won the champicn- 
ship for him at Sandwich last year. 
Johnny Farrell, six strokes worse, 
was second at 298 and Diegel was 
third with 299. Then came two Eng- 
lishmen, Percy Alliss and Abe 
Mitchell at 300 to break the Ameri- 
can procession, but Bobby Cruick- 
shank started it again with his 301 
and Jim Barnes followed with a 303. 


Sarazen and Watrous Next. 


Gene Sarazen and A] Watrous each 
got a 304 and Tommy Armour a 305. 
Arthur Havers of Great Britain made 
206 and Archie Compston, who took 
a 7 at the ninth in the morning as 
@ result of being out of bounds, 
scored 307. Jimmie Thomson and 
John Golden turned in 308. 

Altogether, the result is disagree- 
able to the British golfers and they 
admit it. They heartily congratu- 
lated the Americans on their per- 
formances and they meant what they 
said, but tonight they are going 
back to their homes in anything but 
a jubilant mood. 

Hagen’s victory and the perform- 
ances of his compatriots are all the 
more creditable, because the last two 
rounds of the championship todey 
were played in weather conditions 
that were regarded entirely favor- 
able to the natives. A howling gale 
was blowing in the morning with 
occasional showers and the local ex- 


verts were cxulting. It was thought 
the elements were entirely in favor 
of the British players, because the 
idea was that the Americans were 
unable to control the ball in the wind.

Judge Denies Pleafor $2,152 to Buy Luxuries 
For Girl Who Has Inheritance of Only $6,200 





Private schools, dancing lessons, 
vacations in the country and a gen- 
erous clothes allowance have no 
place in the life of an able-bodied 
eighteen-year-old girl whose slender 
income is derived from an inheri- 
tance of only $6,200, Justice Cropsey 
ruled yesterday in a proceeding in 
the Supreme Court in Brooklyn. 

Mrs. Ella Ward of Forest Hills, 
Queens, asked Justice Cropsey tc 
permit her to withdraw $2,152 of the 
inheritance held in custody for her 
daughter, Bessie, who is 18, ‘‘so that 
she may continue in the social en- 
vironment to which she is accus- 
tomed.”’ 

With the permission of the Surro- 
gate’s Court in Queens, Mrs. Ward 
last year withdrew $1,700 of the in- 


heritance, of which she spent $400 
for Bessie’s vacation, $100 for danc-

ing and $120 as her share of the rent, 
it was sB8own. 

“A three-months vacation in the 
Summer costing $400, and a payment 
of $100 for dancing lessons are 
absurd,’’ Justice Cropsey said in his 
opinion.

This 
was announced formally this evening 
by the Prince’s mother, the Infanta 
Eulalia, the Spanish Kings aunt, 
at a tea party given by Mrs. Corey at 
the Hotel Plaza. _ 

The Grand Duke Alexander, just 
returned from an American lecture 
tour,’ and Princess Bibesco were 
among the guests, but Don Luis was 
obliged to absent himself because he 
is still under an order of expulsion 
from France in October, 1924.

As to party policies as to 
the best methods ’to increase export 
trade and revive domestic industries, 
important as they may be, all are 
subordinated for the time being to 
the question of unemployment and 
are made parts of the various 
schemes for increasing work. 

The second issue of importance is 
the foreign policy, but it is very dif- 
ficult just now to stir up a politi- 
cal fight in that field because of 
recent events which have brought all 
three parties in very close accord 
concerning the vending issues of in- 
ternational relationship. There is no 
partisanship whatever in the Britjgh 
approval of President Hoover’s lat€st 
suggestion as to how to get naval re- 
duction.

The chess challenge will be issued 
by Dr. Norman Shaw of McGill Uni- 
versity to Frank T. Davies, physicist 
of the Byrd Expedition, a former. 
associate of McGill University. As 
Dr. Shaw plans it, the moves will 
be flashed weekly from one contest- 
ant to the other by KA’S short 
wave transmission. 

Dr. Shaw’s message to Mr. Davies 
asking for the arrangement of a 
chess game will be broadcast along 
with several other messages from 
Mr. Davies’s former university asso- 








ciates at McGill, which have been 
received from Montreal, the Westing- 
house company announced yesterday.

Many of the messages are to be of 
a scientific nature. An excerpt from 
one of them, asking that the ancient 
glacial ice at the South Pole be in- 
vestigated, declares: 

“Pay particular attention to the 
structure and density of the old gla- 
cial ise. Collect if possible, for anal- 
ysis, some of the ancient air en- 
closed for thousands of years in the 
glaciers. The air from Greenland 
icebergs we have found similar to 
tthe atmosphere we now breathe, al- 
though it must have blown over tthe 
earth in the time of the Egyptian 
kings.”’ 

Another request is to observe the 
southern lights to determine whether 
they coincide with the ‘northern 
lights in Euggpe and America. 

As a part of tonight’s broadcast, 
T. H. (Doc) Kinkade will tell how 
he tuned up the engines of Byrd’s 
plane for its North Pole flight. The 
broadcast will be on three wave- 
lengths, 306, which can be intercept- 
ed by ordinary sets, and 62.5 and 25 
meters, which can‘ be picked up by 
short wave receivers.

Both are inter- 
woven in the business affairs of Fer 
rari, and the City Trust failure holds 
the answer to the riddle. Lancia 
Motors was a Ferrari enterprise and 
Longo’s principal assets were City 
Trust stock. 

Mr. Moses wants to know what 
caused the City Trust failure. He 
wants to know if officials of the 
State Banking Department were in- 
volved either actively or passively in 
Ferrari’s manipulation of the bank. 
His inquiry can extend into the con- 
duct of the department, but he will 
make no forecast of what he intends 
to bring out. 

Federal authorities, too, are inter- 
ested in the inquiries into Ferrari’s 
affairs.

Special to The New York Times. , 
ALBANY, May 10.—The original 
unit of the Brooklyn State Hospital 
constitutes a fire hazard, Acting Gov- 
ernor Lehman. stated today upon his 
return from New York City, where 
he inspected the Brooklyn and Creed- 
moor hospitals. He found the former 
seriously overcrowded. Creedmoor 
Hospital could be enlarged and;, in- 
stead of, caring for 1,400, could be 
made to serve 3,500 patients, he as- 
serted. He issued a statement in 
which he said: 

‘“‘The Brooklyn Hospital has a cer- 
tified capacity of 1,080 and it con- 
teains 1,485 patients, an overcrowd- 
ing of about 37 per cent, which 
seriously interferes with the proper 
treatment of patients. None of the 
patients use floor beds, but there is 
great overcrowding in the dormitory 
and in the small rooms, while a num- 


rooms are used as dormitories, thus 
again handicapping the patients, 

“The buildings are comparatively 
modern and in good repair, with the 
pee on a Fe of the large original unit, 
which dates back to 1854. build- 
ing, which occupies nearly one-third 
of the hospital area, contains only 
eighty-seven patients and 237 em- 
ployes. It is in very bad repair and 
constitutes a serious fire hazard and 
also makes the employe problem 
more serious, as their quarters are 
extremely unsatisfactory. This build- 
ing, in my opinion, should be re- 
placed with modern wards and em- 
ployes’ quarters, for which there 
would be ample room on its site. 

“I was delighted with the Creed- 
moor Hospital. This is quite new, 
having been rr built out of 
funds provided by the $50,000,000 
bond issue. It is composed of four 
urits, together with service buildings. 
Its certified capacity is 1,400; its 
population is 1,665, an overcrowding 
of only about 18 per cent. 

‘The cage of additional employe 
quarters would automatically provide 
bed capacity for 200 more: patients. 
The conveniences and safeguards for 
the patients stand in striking von- 
trast with those which have come 
under my view in the other hospitals 
I have visited. 

“There may be no scientific basis 
to the impression I had of the pa- 
tients there. As a layman, I did feel, 
however, that the patients were hap- 
pier, brighter-looking and more re- 
sponsive to their surroundings than 
in the other institutions and that 
they were taking more interest in 
such occupational therapy as was be- 
ing provided. 

“T believe that this hospital should 
be increased from 1,400 to from 3,000 
to 38,500. This additional capacity, 
I am advised, can be provided at a 
relatively low per-bed cost, because 
some of the cervic® units already in- 
stalled would be adequate to take 
care of the larger patient population,

But After Attack From Air and 
_ Land Batteries Four Gunboats Are 
Taken—Shells Hit Concession. 





CHEFOO, May 10 ().—Through 
the good offices of Leroy Webber, 
American Consul here, the long- 
drawn-out anti-Nationalist revolt of 
followers of Marshal Chang Tsung- 


chang in Northern- Shantung has | 
been ended. ne 

The final chapter of the revolt took 
the form of a fifteen-day siege of the 
City of Fushanhsien during which 
the Chang Tstfing-chang forces with- 
stood onslaughts- by the National- 
ists. After twelve days, during which 
neither side was able to dislodge the 
other, both groups of contenders 
called on Mr. Webber to proceed 
there to arrange for the evacuation 
of the women and children’ and also! 
for an a:mistice. 

This afternoon, after a conference | 
of representatives of both groups, an | 
armistice was arranged. The city | 
gates were thrown open and the | 
women and children removed. The 
dead were brought out and buried 
and the wounded were removed, 
principally to Chefoo, where . the 
American Presbyterian Hospital was 
filled to overflowing. It was re- 
ported that 1,000 men were slain dur- 
ing the siege. . 

Under the terms of the capitula- 
tion General Chu Yu-pu, commander 
of the Chang forces, and. his lieu- 
tenant will be deported to Korea. |

Nanking Sends Aid to Canton. | 
SHANGHAI, May 10 UP.—The, 
chances of the capture of Canton by 
the Kwangsi forces in the present 
warfare between the Provinces of 
Kwangsi and Kwangtung are be- 
lieved to be fading with the arrival 
at Canton of Nationalist reinforce- | 
ments from Central China. 
The Nationalist Government, which 
is supporting the Cantonese in the 
present struggle, dispatched gun- 
boats to Canton from Nanking, -and 
these are now lying below the city, 
blocking the possible escape of the 
rebel gunboats, which have not yet 
moved from the neighborhood of 
the foreign war vessels off the Is- 
land of Shameen. 

British and French soldiers are 
guarding the _ bridges entering 
hameen, the foreign settlement. — 
The Chinese city bund is heavily 
patroled by Chinese soldiers armed 
with machine guns, which have been 
mounted to sweep the river in the 
event of activities by the rebel gun- 

boats. 

Reports were received from Nan- 
king today indicating that the Na- 
tionalist Government has comman- 
deered commercial Chinese steamers 
for use as troop transports, plan- 
ning to send 15,000 men from the 
Yangtse Valley force to Canton. 
Three troop-laden transports have al- 
ready arrived at Canton accompanied 
by two Chinese gunboats. 




















Canton Navy Leader Rebels. 


CANTON, May 10 CP).—Beleag- ; 
uered Canton today successfully sup- | 
pressed the first fighting to grow| 
out of the invasion of Kwangtung, | 
silencing and forcing the surrender 
of four gunboats in the harbor which 
rebelled. 

A combined attack of a lone but 
effective airplane and of the land 
batteries of Macao and Honam Is- 
lands caused the .warships to flee | 
to positions between American and | 
British warships, but they were | 
eventually boarded and disarmed. | 

The attack occurred off the borders | 
of the Shameen foreign concession | 
and caused consternation’ there | 
among both foreigners and Chinese. 
Several shells fell in the concession. 

Meanwhile the entire city was un- 
der martial law and-.in a generally 
unstable condition, with predictions 
being freely made that its fall to the 
advancing Kwangsi armies could be | 
expected within a day and a half. | 
There was only the most scanty in- 
formation regarding military devel- 
opments, however, due to the rigid 
censorship imposed by the Cantonese 
authorities. 

A note of optimism was heard in 
the statement of Admiral Chan Chat, 
Commander-in-Chief of ‘the Canton- 
ese navy, who said he believed the 
tide was turning in Kwangtung’s 
favor. Reinforcements were expect- 
ed from South Hunan to attack 
Kwangsi on the north. This, with 
Yunanese attacking from the west, 
would relieve the pressure on Kwang- 
tung, he said. 

The revolt in the Cantonese fleet 
occurred with an attempt to escape 
from the harbor of four gunboats, 
commanded by a vice commander of 
the navy. .- J. Chang, often de- 
scribed as ‘‘China’s Lindbergh,’’:took 
the air above the ships and bombed 
them, raking their decks with ma- 
chine gun fire. 

The batteries on Maco opened fire, 
while the machine gun placements 
on Honam Isiand peppered the sides 
of the ships with smaller shot. Re- 
alizing escape was impossble, the 
boats took refuge in an area occupied 
by seven foreign warships, among 
them being the U..S. S...Tulsa and 
the U. S. 8S. Guam. : ; : 

The foreign authorities did not at 
first act on Canton’s request to with- 
draw so that bombardment of the 
ships could continue, but asked the

LEFT 10 DO REPORT 


Paris Experts Give Them Task 
of Settling Terms of Draft 
on Young’s Debt Plan. 








CHANGE IN TOTALS POSSIBLE 





Ya Exchange for Concession to the 
Reich Allies May Seek Higher 
Payments, Paris Reports Say.

PARIS, May 10.—During the next 
three days .the conference of the 
committee of experts for the settle- 
ment of the reparations problem will 
resolve itself into a private dialogue 
between the chief British representa- 
tive, Sir Josiah Stamp, and the chief 
German delegate, Dr. Hjalmar 


Schacht, while all the others have 
acon to wait patiently in the 
ope that the results of the discus- 
sion will produce a draft report 
which wili include all of what is left 
of the German reservations and con- 
ditions to their acceptance of Owen 
Young’s proposed scale of an- 
nuities. 

This course was decided on today 
at a meeting of the creditor delegates 
with Chairman Young and the Japa- 
nese delegation, at which the whole 
situation was briefly reviewed. The 
French, who until now have insisted 
that Dr. Schacht should lay before 
the committee his own text of the 
German ‘‘conditions,’’ waived that 
demand and consented, in the inter- 
ests of speeding up the work, that 
Sir Josiah Stamp should act as the 
intermediary with Dr. Schacht. 
They, of course, like all-the other 
delegations, still withhold their as- 
sent to the Young figures until these 
conditions are known in one form 
or another, and once more the con- 
ference is waiting for the Germans 


Creditors Show Patience. 


On the creditor side, however, the 
utmost patience is being shown. The 
creditors themselves took ten days 
to draft their bill of claims and they 
are quite prepared to give the direc- 
tor of the Reichsbank all the time 
he needs. His failure, however, since 


last Saturday to find any satisfactory 
text for the conditions which he out- 
lined orally to Mr. Young last week 
has, it is felt, made this new pro- 
cedure necessary. So on Monday, 
‘but more probably on Tuesday or 
Wednesday, there may be laid before 
‘the committee for discussion a draft 
text which will ‘include all the Ger- 
man conditions.' 

Today’s meeting of the creditor ex- 
perts took several other decisions. It 
decided to postpone until after the 
discussion of the draft the question 
of a repartition. This course was 
necessary, for it is not yet certain 
that Mr. Young’s suggested annuities 
will be the final figures. It is quite 
conceivable that in exchange for this 
and that concession to Germany the 
creditors may feel entitled to ask 4 
rather larger -dash payment. 

One suggestion which was made, 
but which was ruled out by the 
chairman as unacceptable because of 
his incompetence to deal with it, was 
that America should deal directly 
with Germany for the settlement of 
her claim of 69,000,000 marks (about 
$16,560,000) a year for the costs of 
the army of occupation and the mixed 
claims. This suggestion was not, 
perhaps, intended very seriously, but 
it arose out of a discussion of what 
was to be done about the Belgian 
claim for the reimbursement of their 
loss on the marks which the Ger- 
mans left behind in Belgium in ex- 
change for Belgian francs after the 
war. 


Army Cost Plea Squashed. 
The attitude of the American dele- 


gation toward this problem has 


throughout been very sympathetic 
=— 








and no one, not even the Germans, 
disputes the pene of the. Belgian 
claim. But it had been considered 
that the matter was one which could 
be best settled directly between Bel- 
gium and Germany as it is not ex- 
actly a matter of reparations. The 
opinion that it was not exactly a 
reparation problem led to the. pro- 
posal that neither were the Ameri- 
can Army costs and the mixed claims 
exactly a reparation problem. The 
United States made the payment of 
these costs one of the conditions of 
the Treaty of Berlin, which was a 
direct German-American affair, and 
it had to send a delegate later to 
Paris to arrange with the Allies 
that they should apportion a small 
percentage of Germany’s payments 
under the Treaty of Versailles in 
settlement. That was done in what 
is called the Finance Ministers’ 
agreement. . This committee has, 
however, already completely upset 
the percentages of the Finance Min- 
isters’ agreement and has further 
eliminated from the charges against 
Germany the costs of the armies of 
occupation. It was, however, felt by 
some delegates that the American 
costs could be placed along with the 
Belgian claim on a separate footing 
and made a matter of direct nego- 
tiation between the United States 
and Germany. But the chairman at 
once declared his incompetence to 
deal with this matter in the way 
which had been suggested and it 
was not pressed. 


Safeguards Cause Difficulty. 


The two German conditions, it is 
understood, which are proving most 
difficult to incorporate in any draft 
or to define are, first, that suppress- 
ing all such financial control in Ger- 
many as exists under the Dawes 
plan, and, second, that clause, on 
which Dr. Schacht insists, providing 
for revision in case of the financial 
and economic collapse of Germany. 
On the first request, it is stated, 
there will be undoubtedly a final 
agreement, though past experience 
has seemed to the creditor delegates 
to call for caution as to the speed 
with which control can be removed. 
To meet the second condition a for- 
mula will also probably be found 
along the lines suggested in the Mel- 
lon-Bérenger letter at the time the 
Franco-American debt accord was 
signed. 

Dr. Schacht, however, seems still 
determined to seek more than that 
and some creditors are understood to 
fear that as soon as the commercial- 
ization of the unconditional part of 
the annuities has been put into force 
Germany will invoke the safeguard 
clauses and leave the creditors their 
debts to the United States and noth- 
ing coming from Germany with 
which to pay them. The Allies would 
in that case get only the 12,000,- 
000,000 marks (about $2,880,000,000) 
which they are asking for restora- 
tion costs. 


Though in this situation there is 
still good hope for a successful solu- 


tion, it is not yet by any means cer-|/ 


tain. Except, perhaps, on the matter 
of repartition, the creditors are in 
fair agreement that the figures sug- 
gested by Mr. Young might be made 
acceptable, and even the repartition 
difficulty is not insuperable. But the 
experts have not committed them- 
selves to accept the Young figures, 
nor will they until this last effort 
has been made to reduce the Ger- 
man conditions to definite form and 
until those conditions have been care- 
fully examined. .. 

If the conference fails and resort 
has to be made again to a double 
report indicating the only mcthod by 
which agreement might be reached 
but omitting figures, then the re- 
sponsibility will have to be placed on 
Dr. Schacht and his countrymen, 
according to the general opinion here. 


PRESS BACKS CHURCHILL. 





Labor, Too, Opposes Further Sacri-

“No settlement that does not fulfill 
in substance the essential conditions 
of the Balfour note need be consid- 
ered seriously. * * * Despite the dif- 
ficulties which lie ahead, there is 
good reason to hope an agreement 
May be reached on the main ques- 
tions of the German annuities. * * * 
In any case frank and open disagree- 
ment is preferable to an inequitable 
settlement.’”’ 


MacDonald Against Cuts.

le in West Seventieth Street to cele- 

rate the tenth anniversary of ths 
union of Greater Rumania and the 
fifty-second of the independence of 
that country. 

The celebration was held under the 
auspices cf William Nelson Crom- 
well, president of the Society of the 
Friends of Rumania. George Cret- 
zianu, Rumanian Minister to the 
United States, was the principal 
speaker. Mr. Cretzianu denied ru- 
mors of impending troubles and 
coups d’état in his country. 

Bennett E. Siegelstein, president of 
the United Rumanian Jews of 
America, expressed the hope that the 
Maniu régime would inaugurate a 
new era of fair treatment of minori- 
ties. He pledged the cooperation of 
his organization in the government’s 
efforts to ‘‘improve the condition of 
the Rumanian people, majority and 
minority alike.’

son, the boy King, formed a striking 
contrast in the picturesque setting 
of the pageantry. The grandmother

Near King Michael stood the Prin- 
cess Helen, his mother, and on 
Queen Marie’s right stood former 
King George and former Queen 
Elizabeth of Greece, the son-in-law 
and the daughter of Marie. 

Before their eyes 100,000 of Ru- 
mania’s finest troops swept down the 
wide, sand-strewn Chausse Kissilef 
with prancing horses, clattering sa- 
bers, nodding plumes and all the 
trappings of war. 

They were followed. by one of the 
greatest and most picturesque peas- 
ant parades that Rumania has wit- 
nessed since the triumphal entry of 
Queen Marie and the late King 
Ferdinand into Transylvania in 1919. 
One hundred and fifty thousand 
peasants from. Rumania’s united 
provinces, dressed in traditional cos- 
tumes, the men in sheepskins, home- 
spun and white trousers, and the 
women in gaily embroidered petti- 
coats, marched under the burning 
sun in a spectacle which for color. 
quaintness, variety and animation 
could be witnessed only in the ro- 
mantic Balkans.. Overhead droned 
the motors of a score of army bomb- 
ing planes, which dropped over the 
crowd tiny Rumanian flags and 
streamers. 

Conspicuously absent from the pa- 
rade were the Magyars of Rumania, 
for 3,500,000 of them boycotted to- 
day’s ceremonies as an expression of 
sorrow over the loss of Transylvania 
by Hungary. 

When the little sovereign emerged 
from the cathedral in the morning 
101 guns boomed out in the royal 
salute, offering this homage for the 
first time to Michael.

WORLD'S BUSINESS 
INCREASED IN 1928 


League Committee Reports Rise 
Was Somewhat Less Than 8 
_-Per Cent Advance of 1927. 








AMERICAS FAR IN THE LEAD 





Findings to Be Adopted at End of 
Sessions Today Call for. Conven- 
tions to End Double Tax.

GENEVA, May 10.—European re- 
percussions: from the New York 
Stock Exchange boom and the rapid 
increase in the volume and value of 
world trade in recent years, with the 
tendency of Europe to lag in 1928, 
which was more than offset by the 
growing prosperity in both Amer- 
icas, are among the points already 
drafted in the annual report of the 
League of Nations Economic Consul- 
| tative Committee. The report will 
| be adopted at the closing session to- 
morrow. The finished part of the re- 
port also reflects the efforts of the 
League to prevent double taxation. 

The report points out that, though 
some countries that recently stabil- 
ized their currency were able to low- 
er the official discount rates in 1928, 
a contrary tendency resulted in vari- 
ous nations after the ‘‘violent Stock 
Exchange boom’”’ in the United States 
which caused the "ederal Reserve 
banks to raise the commercial paper 
discount to 5 per cent, with call 
loans going as high as 20 per cent, 

‘*These credit conditions naturall 
affected the situation in Europe,” 
the report continues, and points out 
that the British last February raised 
the discount rate from 4% to 5% 
per cent, and Italy increased the 
rate from 6 to 7 per cent, and the 
Dutci: in March increased their rate 
from 4% to 5% per cent. 

After remarking that the volume 
of world trade in 1927 was afourth 
greater than in 1913, the report says 
the increase in 1928 was somewhat 
less than that in 1927, which was’ 8 
per cent above the preceding year. 





The rise in the value of trade 
in 1928 was 3 per cent, against 4 


per cent in 1927. Europe lagged be-

“Canada enjoyed a year of wu- 
precedented economic prosperity any 
the total trade rose 11 per cent. Tne 
United States not only maintained 
her position as the world’s leading 
commercial country. but increased 
the excess of exports over imports 
by some. $372,000,000. 

From the information available, it 
would appear that in all the leading 
commercial countries of South 
America trade continued to develop. 
Particularly striking are the very 
substantial increases in exports by 
Chile and continued prosperity in 
Argentina, whose trade advanced 
even beyond the exceptional levels 
reached in 1927.”’ 

Indian exports recovered mys 
New Zealand’s reached record: fig- 
ures; Australia’s exports and im- 
ports dropped, especially the latter. 

The report notes that prices in 
1928 were ‘‘remarkably stable’’ with 
a slight tendency to fall. 

In regard to double taxation and 
tax evasion the committee strongly

WASHINGTON, May 10.—The work 
of Lieutenant. Charles B. Momsen, 
Chief Gunner Clarence L. Tibbals 
and Frank H. Hobson, civilian en- 
gineer of the Navy Bureau of Con- 
struction and Repair, in developing 
the ‘‘lung’”’ ‘device for use of crews 
escaping from sunken submarines, 
was recognized today in the award 
of Distinguished Service Medals by 
President Hoover to the first two 
men and ‘the granting by the navy 
to Mr. Hobson of a year’s pay. 
President Hoover also awarded the 
Navy Cross to Chief Gunner Wil- 


liam F. Loughman for his services as 
assistant diving supervisor during 


the salvage operations of S-51 off '|- 


Block Island in 1926 and the S-4 off 
Provincetown in 1928. 

The ‘‘lung’” device, which has been 
adopted by the navy as standard 
equipment for all submarines, con- 
sists of a bag filled with a mixture 
of oxygen and air and is worn by 
the men individually as a breathing 
apparatus. 


Hoover Gives Medal to Momsen. 


Secretary Adams _ presented 
Distinguished Service Medal to Lieu- 
tenant Momsen at the Navy Depart- 
ment today and congratulated him 
and Mr. Hobson on the success of 
their work. The medal will be pre- 
sented to Chief Gunner Tibbals by 
the commanding officer of the S-4, 
to which the chief gunner is now at- 
tached. 


Lieutenant Momsen received the} 


following citation: 


For exceptionally meritorious and 
distinguished service to the govern- 
ment in the successful development 
of the escape device known as the 
‘‘lung.’? During the early stages of 
its design and development Lieu- 
tenant Momsen, one of the inven- 
tors, courageously, repeatedly and 
voluntarily risked his life in con- 
ducting experiments of a nature 
such that there was little or no in- 
formation available as to their 
probable results. ; 

In the later tests of the device, 
when escapes were made from the 
U. S._S. S-4 submerged to depths 
as mich as 206 feet, Lieutenant 
Momsen was not only the first per- 
son to venture the escape, but was 
also the leading and guiding spirit 
in all subsequent ones. It is through 
the initiative, courage and perse- 
verance of Lieutenant Momsen that 
the development of the ‘‘lung,”’ 
which has been pronounced as the 
greatest single contribution to sub- 
marine escape, has reached a suc- 
cessful conclusion and the device 
has been adopted as part of the 
regular equipment of all our sub- 
marines. 


The citation for Chief Gunner Tib-| 


bals reads in part: 

Chief Gunner Tibbals, one of the 
inventors, furnished much of the 
information needed in the design 
of the ‘‘lung’’ device from the 
knowledge gained during his long 
years of experience as an expert 
deep-sea diver ana, tater. during 


the first tests of the apparatus ne | 


repeatedly, courageously and vol- 
untarily performed feats at great 
personal risk in order to prove the 
correctness of the theory and con- 
struction of the apparatus. 

When the practicability of the 
apparatus was being tested he 
made many escapes, and assisted 
others in making escapes. from the 
U. 8. S. S-4 submerged to depths 
as much as 206 feet. 


Adams Congratulates Hobson. 


In congratulating Mr. Hobson, Sec- 
retary Adams said:

“Our executive committee has 
agreed to meet the executive com- 
mittee of the Building Trades Coun- 
cil at 10 A. M. Monday,” said Mr.

“Failure on the part of the Build-

CHEMISTS HERE TELL 
OF AID TO FARMER 





\Paint Products Absorb Corn 


Surplus Once Used in 
Making Whisky. 





NEW USES FOR COTTON 





Many Other Discoveries Revealed at 
Exhibition—Crossley to Head 
State Chapter. 





The farmer may find the solution 
of his problems in synthetic chemis- 
try, rather than in Congressional 
farm relief measures, according to 
chemists at the annual Exposition of 
Chemicai Industries at Grand Cen- 
tral Palace. 

They described many new articles 
produced from corn and from cotton 
seeds, which formerly involved a 


}| large loss to the planter. 


Corn and cotton are the only crops 
now under intensive investigation by 
the chemist, it was explained, but 
other farm products may acquire 
their importance as new means of 
utilizing them are discovered. 

Corn crops which once, went into 


the making of whisky are now being 
converted into lacquer. The produc- 
tion of butyl, alcohol acetone and 
ethyl alcoho) uses up nearly 10,000,- 
000 bushels annually. This is one- 
quarter of the amount formerly used 
in the manufacture of spirituous 
liquors. More than fifty chemical 
products are now derived from the 
corn kernel, including table oil, soap, 
glycerine, rubber substitutes, fertil- 
izer, starch, corn syrup, tanner’s 
sugar and vegetable glue. 

Chemists were unwilling to make 
definite predictions concerning pro- 
duction of newsprint paper from corn 
stalks. They felt that it was still too 
early to forecast the possibilities of 
the process. 


New Uses for Cotton Seed. 


The shape of the cotton seed is its 
only feature that has escaped some 
the chemists asserted. From 


rine, roofing paint, writing paper, 
nitrocellulose, smokeless powder, ar- 
tificial leather, celluloid, rayon, 
photographic films, sausage casings, 
toilet ware, carbohydrates and 
potash. The cotton ‘plant itself is 
used in bleaching, dyeing, printing, 
waterproofing and mercerization. 
Dr. Horace T. Herrick of the Bu- 
reau of Chemistry and Soils of the 
Department of Agriculture declared 
that through the discovery of a new 
process for producing gluconic acid, 
calcium gluconate salt can now be 
produced at about thirty cents a 
pound, whereas formerly it cost $150

| Some of the disputants in naval dis- 
armament ‘‘may find it convenient 
to conceal an essential change in 
their political stand behind the 
screen of a new formula ‘for evaluat- 
ing relative naval strength.’ ”’ 

Such a formula was presented at 
the preparatory disarmament con- 
ference at Geneva by the American 
delegate, Ambassador Hugh S. Gib- 
son, at the direction of President 
Hoover, proposing to take into ac- 
count other factors besides tonnage. 

“Until we see the precise for- 
mula,’’ Admiral Rodgers says, ‘‘we 
shall not know whose position has 
been altered in order to accept a 
new ratio of naval strength.’’ 

The Admiral, who formerly was 
Chief of the Naval Advisory Board 
and a delegate to the first disarma- 
ment conference held in Washington 
in 1921, says the new formula will 
not measure comparative values any 
better than tonnage. He recalls that 
in 1921 the American experts found 
nothing so satisfactory for evalua- 
ting fighting strength as tonnage 
end that ‘‘this ‘yardstick’ was read- 
ily accepted by all.”’ 

“It is very difficult to decide on 
a formula, and no formula can ex- 
press needs at all, and qualities very 
i) degen the Admiral declares. 

‘This country ,has a stronger posi- 
tion than any other about reduc- 
tion. Mr. Hoover has said that he 
wants a reduction and he only has 
to state his terms and say that if the 
others powers do not agree, this 
country will outbuild them. 

“Their anxiety is to limit the 
power of the United States, but they 
are not rich and if they really want 
reduction they must accept our terms 
or come near to doing so, or else see 
us go beyond them. . . 

“A formula from Mr. Hoover with 
a demand for a handsome reduction 
has the advantage that the formula 
offers a mask behind whicn the 
other powers may conceal from their 
peoples that they are going to change 
their position; but if there is any 
formula no doubt this country wili 
make it, for we should lose on any 
other country’s formula. 

“Tonnage is the best measure of 
naval strength because every addi- 
tional ton in a ship’s design increases 
her power in some way. keaars 
measures the power of a ship; the 
more tons the more power, either 
for speed or for combat. But beyond 
this a formula can tell us nothing. .

High Court Upholds $238,000 Gifts | 
Made by Late Seamstress. 


The Appellate Division decided by | 
a vote of 3 to 2 yesterday that Fran- 
ces H. O’Connor and Madelon R. 
O’Connor, nieces of the late Ellen: 
Campbell, did not obtain fraudulent- 
ly $138,469 as the proceeds of the 
sale of stock they obtained from 
Miss Campbell, and also upheld a 
trust fund made by Miss Campbell 
in favor of Frances, involving prop- 
erty worth nearly $100,000 more. The 
decision reversed a ruling in the 
lower court in a suit brought by the 
Bronx County Trust Company and 
Mary A. Haas, a sister of Miss 
Campbell, against the two nieces to 
set aside the transactions and re- 
cover the’ property for the estate as 
administrators. 

The majority decision disclosed 
that Miss Campbell, who was a 
seamstress and who died July 24, 
1926, at the age of 73, had lived 
with the O’Connors at 1,900 Grand 
‘Concourse, the Bronx, some time be- 
fore her death and that they were 
attentive to her. Justice ~ Martin, 
writing the majority opinion, de- 
clared that Miss Campbell was able 
to dispose of her property without 
the influence of any other person 
and that she gave it to the persons 
from whom she received the most 
consideration.

AS $6,000,000 DONOR 

University of Virginia President 
Announces Purposes for Which 


Fund Will Be Used. 


CHARLOTTESVILLE, Va., May 10 
CP).—The late Philip Frances du Pont 
of Fairville, Pa., was revealed to- 
day. as the creator of the trust. of 
$6,000,000 for the benefit of the Uni- 
versity of Virginia. Announcement 
of the trust was made nearly a year 
ago, but the name of the donor was 
withheld. 

Dr. Edwin A. Alderman, president 
of the university, in naming the 
donor said that one-half of the in- 
come of the trust was designated 
by Mr. du Pont as a fund to be used 
for the creation of scholarships and 
fellowships to help capable and needy 
youth and to attract gifted men and 
women to the student life of the 
university. The other half, he said, 
was left to be used at the discretion 
of the university authorities, and it 
is their purpose to use a substantial 
amount for development in gradu- 
ate fields. 

Mr. du Pont, a student of the 
University of Virginia from 1897 to 
1900, was born at Greenville, Del. 
He died in Fairville last May at the 
age of 49 years.

FAVOR SINGLE BOARD 


Report Adopted, 16 to 1, Urges 
Complete Reorganization 
at Princeton. 








DECRIES DIRECTORS’ WORK 





Board Asserts Plan of Committee of 
Eleven Offers Best Solution 
of Long Row. 





The board of trustees of Prince- 
ton Theological Seminary has adopt- 
ed a report declaring that a complete 
reorganization of the seminary is 
necessary and that the plan of re- 
organization as set forth in the ma- 
jority report of the Committee of 
Eleven appointed last May in Tulsa, 
Okla., by the General Assembly of 
the Presbyterian Church is the best 
solution of the difficulties in the 
seminary. 

The trustees took this action at 
their semi-annual meeting held in 
Princeton on Tuesday. The report 
and the action were made public 
yesterday at the Presbyterian Build- 
ing, 156 Fifth Avenue. by the Rev. 
Dr. John McDowell, secretary of the 
Presbyterian Board of. National 
Missions and secretary of the board 


of trustees of the seminary, of which 
he is an alumnus. 

The report was adopted 16 to 1. 
Three of the twenty trustees were 
absent. The negative vote was cast 
by Dr. William F. Magie, of Prince- 
ton. 

The Rev. Dr. John F. Laird, pastor 
at Frankford, Pa., signed the ma- 
jority report ‘ ‘with reservations.’ 


Assembly to Pass on Issue. 
The statement will be submitted to 
the Presbyterian General Assembly, 
which will be held in St. Paul, Minn., 
beginning May 23. The seminary is 
under the control of the assembly. 
The Princeton issue is expected to

The report presented there was |- 
recommitted to the special commit- | 
tee and the committee enlarged. It 
was instructed to confer with the 
two Princeton boards an. report this 
May. This Committee of Eleven,

The two 
bodies are not in harmony. 

The report which was adopted 
Tuesday by the board of trustees 
was submitted by a special commit- 
tee of six and said in part: 

“The board of trustees during the 
past year has sought in every pos- 
sible way to cooperate with the 
board of directors of the seminary 
in the effort of the latter to comply 
with the hstructions given to it by 
the last General Assembly ‘to pro- 
ceed immediately to” “compose the dif- 
ferences at the seminary. To that 
end, the board of trustees has re- 
sponded to every call for conference 
which has come to it from the board 
of directors or its Group of Six. It 
has listened with deep sympathy and 
interest to all the actions taken and 
all the plans proposed as a solution 
to the unfortunate situation existing 
within the seminary. , 

Board Summarizes Findings. 

“As a result of these conferences 
and its own deliberations, the board 
of trustees begs leave to submit to 
the General Assembly the following 
expressions of opinion: 

“1, That the board of trustees is 
more convinced than ever of the 
necessity for a complete reorganiza- 
tion of the seminary in the interest 
of permanent peace and Looe & 

“2. That:'the board of trustees has 
received very little, if any, definite 
assurance either from the board of 
directors or its Group of Six that 
they have beén successful in comply- 
ing with the instructions of the last 
General Assembly ‘to compose the 
differences at the seminary. 

“3. That the board of trustees is 
confirmed in its conviction that the 
plan of reorganization set forth in 
the majority report of the Commit- 
tee of Eleven is the best solution of 
the present difficulties in Princeton 
Seminary.”’

VATICAN ORGAN LAYS 
CRIME TO PROHIBITION 


Osservatore Romano Declares It 
Has Given Rise to ‘Ostentatious 
Disrespect for Law.’ 


ROME, May 10 (®).—The news- 
paper Osservatore Romano, frequent- 
ly used by the Vatican for official 
announcements, says today that the 
recent speech of President Hoover 


before The Associated Press appeal- 
ing for respect for law opens a wide 
field: for reflection. 

Discussing the growth of law viola- 
tion because of prohibition, the news- 
paper says: 

“Therefore, the prohibition of wine 
and alcohol, which according to its 
supporters ought to have a decisive 
mora] influence, has instead aug-- 
mented reatly the number of 
crimes. vot that the provision is 
bad in itself, but the ostentatious 
disrespect for law to which it gives 
rise is bad. The problem is of capi- 
tal importance to-civil society. De- 
spoiled of its sacred character, the 
law, for certain very numerous 
groups of people, appears to be only 
of the stronger, who jealous of their 
own strength, put themselves above 
the code. 

“On the ofher hand, all the stage 
setting in which the press, the the- 
atre and especially the movies circu- 
late the worst acts of perversion and 
banditry, tend to exalt certain imagi- 
nations as to the glory to be acquired 
in violating the law. President 
Hoover has well understood that in 
asking the journalists who heard him 
to divorce from their writings the 
atmosphere of romantic heroism in 
relation to violation of the laws. 

“It is not good to give to crime 
organized publicity. It is no better, 
in a time when moral debility goes 
hand in hand with decadence of 
faith, to weaken the power of puni- 
tive ‘justice. In every society the 
powers on inhibition are confided 
always to religion and the civil 
authority; if one is lacking, the other 
must come to the fore. Laxity de- 
mands the augmentation of armed 
force as a balance for public security 
The more God is. abandoned, the 
more it is necessary to have recourse 
to the police.”’ 


3 SITES ACCLAIMED 
AS EDEN IN IRAQ 








Euphrates Areas—English Au- 
* thority Picks a Third. 


BAGDAD, Iraq, May 10 (1).—Seek- 
ers for the site of the biblical Gar- 
den of Eden are recommended to di- 
rect their quest to Iraq, where, in the 
vaHey of the Euphrates, they may 
have a choice of three places whicn 
have claims to be the genuine andj 
original Paradise. 

If one were to ask the man in the 
street either in Bagdad or Basra for 
information as to the first home of 
Adam and Eve, the questioner un- 
failingly would be directed to Kurna, 
at the confluence of the Euhprates 
and the Tigris Rivers, as the exact 
spot. Such, indeed, is the ancient 
tradition of the country. 

Another place, however, is be- 
lieved by Sir William Wilcox, who 
spent a number of years in 4 on 
irrigation works, as the fair la 
inhabited by the first parents. This 
spot lies between the Euphrates and 
the Tigris, near Ur of the Chaldees, 
the birthplace of Abraham. 

Supporting his belief. Sir William 
quotes Genesis, Chapter 2, Verse 10: 

‘A river went out of Eden to water 
the Garden; and from thence it was 
parted and became into four heads’’; 
and Verses 5 and 6 of the same chap- 
ter: ‘‘The Lord God had not caused 
it to rain upon the earth * * *. But 
there went up a mist from the earth 
and watered the whole face of the 
ground.”’ 

Sir William advances the opinion 
that the word ‘‘mist’’ is an inexact 
translation, and that the proper ren- 
dering would speak of natural irri- 
— as opposed to artificial water- 
ng. This spot near Ur is said to be 
a land formation where a river was 


‘“‘parted and became into four 
heads.”’ 
Also, says Sir William, it is a 


marshy plain, where water is plenti- 
ful throughout the twelve months. 
Support is lent to the belief that this 
was the site of the Garden of Eden 
by the fact that for a plain, the des- 
ignation ‘‘Eden,’’ was used by the 
earliest inhabitants of Babylon. 

The third region, which is pointed 
out by natives as the side of the Gar- 
den, is the tract to the south of Hit, 
where at one time the delta of the 
Euhprates began and the river was 
divided into four arms. This would 
seem to agree with the exposition in 
the second chapter of Genesis. It is, 
moreover, naturally watered all the 
year around. 


FINDS LETTERS ON PAPYRUS 


University of Michigan -Party Dis- 
covers Them in Egypt. 


CAIRO, Egypt, May 10 (®):—A com- 
muniqué issued here today by the 
archaeological expedition of the Uni- 
versity of Michigan states that inter- 
esting finds made by the party in- | 
clude six Latin and thirteen Greek 
papyri letters. The letters were 
mostly private ones from Claudius 
Terentianus in Aexandria to Claudius 
Iberianus, his father, in Karanis. 

Fragments of a report of legal pro- 
ceedings and a contract of sale dat- 
ing from the second century A. D. 
were also found. 

Another communiqué from the ex- 
pedition of the Vienna Academy of 
Sciences mentions the discovery of 
an extensive neolithic settlement near 
Wardan.

BALTIMORE, Md., May 10.—That, 
strong shoulders are as valuable to a 
horse as to a-man was demonstrated 
before 30,000 persons in the running 
of the Preakness at Pimlico here to- 
day, when Walter J. Salmon’s gal- 
lant colt Dr. Freeland charged his 
way through. close quarters at the 


top of the stretch and came on to} 


win Maryland’s great classic for 
$-year-olds. 

The victory was worth $52,325, but 
it mever would have been gained if 
the son of Light Brigade and Toddle 
had not the courage to come from 
behind and withstand a bumping. 

At the finish of the grind of a mile 
and three-sixteenths Dr. Freeland 
was a length in front of John R. 


Thompson’s Minotaur, which in turn 
led R. T. Wilson Jr.’s African by a 
length. African was coupled in the 
betting with the winner, and the en- 
try ruled favorite in the field of 
eleven which went to the post for 
the thirty-ninth running of the race. 


Victor to Run in Derby. 


Salmon’s horse is going on to the 
Kentucky Derby.to be run next Sat- 
urday at Churchill Downs and he 
will have many supporters in that 
great test, as there was plenty of 
power left in his big frame when 
Jockey Louis Schaefer eased him at 
the finish of the Preakness. The 
Derby is at a mile and quarter, but 
Dr. Freeland can go forward to the 
grilling route with plenty of confi- 
dence. 

Dr. Freeland’s time over a fast 
tvack was 2:013-5, and he paid $9.70 
for a $2 mutuel ticket. - 

The race was run before a capacity 
crowd which included many distin- 
guished visitors, among them Vice 
President Gharles Curtis and Albert 
C. Ritchie, Governor of Maryland. 
Governor Ritchie presented to Sal- 
mon the historic Woodlawn Vase, 
which has been. in Salmon’s posses- 
sion twice before, as his Vigil was 
the winner in 1923 and Display came 
home in front in 1926. 

Tom Healey, who saddled Dr. 
Freeland, also sent out Salmon’s oth- 
er winners, but his score of winning 
Preakness horses is four, as he also 
saddled R. T. Wilson’s Pillory, vic- 
tor in 1922. 

It is rather too bad a horse can’t 
talk over the radio.:- About everybody 
else did after the finish, including 
Governor Ritchie, Salmon, Jockey 
Schaefer and others cf the many who 
crowded the stewards’ stand. The 
principal actor in the whole affair 
was dumb, but could have told.a tale 
of speed and hoofbeats that left the 
crowd gasping until the favorite was 
safely home. 


At Post Six Minutes. 


The start was not long. delayed, 
considering that the stall gate was 
not used, and the eleven which went 


to the barrier fussed for only six 
minutes. Jacques Cohen’s Essare was 
placed on the outside by the starter 
for misbehaving. Earl Sande was up 
on..his Hermitage and used all the 
tricks gained in his long experience 
to get a step at the barrier.

A great many of his races 
were in’ cheap events during the 
Winter season at New Orleans.

With two home runs, a triple and 
a shower of scorching singles, the 
Cubs overran the Giants, 11 to 4. For 
a fleeting few minutes in the middle 
of the game, when the Giants ral- 
lied to tie the score in the fifth, the 
old feud seemed flaming again, 
after twenty years of inertness. 

But before that solitary Giant out- 
burst, and after it, the sluggers in 
Wrigley’ s coterie engaged in shoot- 
ing holes in the Giants and in the 
legend of a revival of Giant-Cub 
pennant rivalry. 

In the latter half of the game it is 
true that some of the modern Giant 
base-running approximated Fred 
Merkle’s historic mistake. Giant 
base runners turned the wrong way 
twice on fly balls to the outfield, and 
in the ninth, after catching a fly, 
Jim Welsh threw the ball to third 
base, while the only base runner

Fail to Reach First. 


Although the Giants did not get a 
man on base in the first four in- 
nings, their fifth-inning uprising put 
them even with the Cubs. They 


might have used the occasion of 
their first meeting with the Cubs as 
an opportunity to snap into pennant- 
a form if Joe Genewich had 
staye 

Genewich allowed 7 hits and 3 runs 
in the first five innings. The fifth- 
inning rally put him even with the 
game, but the call for a pinch-hitter 
when it came his turn to bat, with 
the bases filled and none out, elim- 
inated Genewich. His departure 
destroyed the Giants’ victory chances. 

The sixth-inning Giant pitching 

roved that Genewich, in spite of 7

Five 
Cub runs in the sixth broke up the 
battle. They all scored before the 
first out. 

Jack Scott was the first selection 
from the teeming bullpen.

The ball came down 
beyond Roush’s reach, which covers 
all ordinary points in centre field. 
This thunderous thump counted a 
three-bagger, scoring Wilson.

On his way out 
Scott passed Dutch Henry coming 
in. Dutch was first hit for a single 
by young Earl Grace, Stephenson 
scoring.

Sylvester Johnson Holds’ Losers 
to Seven Hits, Winning Hurling 
Duel With Brooklyn Ace.

Even the incomparable Dazzy 
Vance couldn’t keep the Cardinals 
from shoving the Robins deeper into 
the cellar in the first game of their 
series yesterday afternoon at Ebbets 
Field. Uncle Wilbert Robinson’s re- 
vamped team was unable to score:a 
single run off Sylvester Johnson’s 
excellent pitching and were shut out, 
4 to 0, in a long-drawn-out contest 
before a comparatively meagre 
crowd of 4,000. 

The Dazzler fanned eight Cardinals 
and went so far as to hit an honest 
double in the seventh with one out. 
but no Robin could solve the Card 
hurler’s delivery when hits would 
have meant runs. The Robins had 
men on base in every inning save 
the second and eighth, but nearly 
all were left there. 

Johnson was only one behind Vance 
in strikeouts, and this kind of pitch- 
ing, backed by timely hitting and 
good support afield, was a greater 
handicap than the Robins could sur- 
mount. The Cards made eight hits 
to the Dodgers’ seven. 


Holm Drives Triple. 


All of Vance’s strikeouts came dn 
the first four innings, but in the 
second Roscoe Holm led off with a 
ma and Jimmy Wilson brought 

him home with the first run on a 
long sacrifice fly to Bressler. Tay- 
lor “Douthit doubled to start the next 
inning, but Vance bore down and 
fanned High, Frisch and Bottomlev 
in succession while the crowd gave 
raucous approval. 

Vance watched two more runs come 
in during the fifth inning as a re- 
sult of his gift to Jimmy Wilson. 
Douthit’s second double and Frankie 
Frisch’s blazing single past Hendrick. 

Frisch made the game more secure 
for the Cards in the seventh by a 
triple to left centre which scored 
Douthit with the fourth and final 
run. 

Frisch tried to extend his hit to a 
home run but was nailed at the plate 
on a relay, Frederick to Hendrick to 
DeBerry, a decision he protested 
volubly: but vainly. Douthit had 
reached first on Hendrick’s excusa- 
ble fumble of his hard grounder. 


Vance Is Outpitched. 


Lack of hitting made it impossible 
to win the game, but Vance him- 
self lost it because he was unable 
to turn in as good a job of pitching 
as his opponent. The blows off 
Vance were harder and more timely 
than those turned in by the Robins. 

A pair of pinch hitters, Max Carey 
and Glenn Wright, gave the crowd a 
last-minute thrill by rapping out a 
pair of singles, but two putouts in- 
tervened and Frederick ended the 
game by grounding to Frisch.

DETROIT, May 10.—The Yankees 
knocked the Tigers down twice this 
afternoon. The first time the Tigers 
picked themselves up, and a crowd 
of 20,000 cheered lustily. But the 
second time the Tigers remained 
down permanently, so that it again 
becomes a pleasure to report that 
the Yankees opened another Western 
series in the proper .way by scoring 
a 10 to 5 triumph. 

This victory sent the Yankee win- 
ning streak to eight straight and 
also gave the champions their sev- 
enth in a row since this bombard- 
ment of the West began. It also in- 
creased their lead over the Athletics 
to a game and a half. 

The first knockdown for the Yanks 
was recorded in the fifth, in which 
Babe Ruth cracked his sixth homer 
of the season with two on and Bob 
Meusel modestly exploded his third 
with only one on. This gave the

Start All Over Again. 


This tied the score, so the Yanks

four. Still another singular feature 
of the contest was the fact that Pip- 
gras remained on the mound right to 
the end. He pitched magnificently 
in the last four innings, and in addi- 
tion to this helped to make it still 
more miserable for his adversary by 
getting three hits himself, one a 
double. 

The game opened as a rather so- 
ciable affair, with Pipgras and Victor 
Sorrell bent upon making it one of 
those old-fashioned pitchers’ battles 
that used to be the vogue before the 
Yankees came down from the hills 
and began terrorizing folks who live 
adjacent to ball parks.

HT wind at Muirfield seemed to bother everybody 
exc2pt Hazen. It was just a breeze for Sir Walter 
of the raven crest. They call him ‘‘golf’s greatest 

showman,’ but his’ real title is ‘‘golf’s greatest 
fighter.’’ The defeat at Moortown wes what spurred 
him on to win at Muirfield. The setback put him on 
bis.metal, and his metal is cas rdened steel. Wind 
doesn’t affect it, nor any kind weather. 

He did the same thing last yedr. Stung by a terrific 
defeat handed to him by Archie Compston just a bit 
before the championship, he cajne‘back on the recoil 
to lead 2 great field at -Sandwith and win his third 
British crown. Now, he has fwon’ the British title 
four times, which puts him far\ghead of the pros of 
the modern era and within hailing distance of the 
records of the great triuimvirate of old times, Vardon, 
Taylor and Braid. 

Up to 1918, Harry Vardon, J. H. Taylor and Jim 
Braid nad each won the British open five times. In 
1914, just before the war broke out, Vardon broke the 
tie at Prestwick and won his sixth British open title. 
In view of tne larger fields-and: keencr competition of 
these later days, something might be said about the 
worth of Hagen’s four victories in comparison to Var- 
don’s six triumphs in earlier times, but. give the Haig 
a few more years, and there may be no need to bring 
up that point. 


Scanning the Records. 


By winning at Muirfield yesterday, Hagen captured 
the British onen title two years in succession, which is 
something of a feat in itself. Bob Jones did it by win- 
ning at Lytham and St. Anne’s in 1926 and at St. An- 
drews in 1927. Except for these two lads, no golfer 
has hung up such a record since Jim Braid was at 
his best in 1905 and 1906. 

Hagen has won four British open titles since the 
World War. Beb Jones has won two. There wasn't 
much left over for the remainder of the field. George 
Duncan, Jock Hutchison, Arthur Havers and Jim 
Barnes gained one victory apiece, which puts them a 
full brassie shot behind Jones and an Irish mile be- 
hind Hagen. 

There are still some marks for the Haig to shoot at 
if he cares to go gunning. Vardon won the British 
open six times and our national open title once. That 
makes seven major victories in.the two big open 
tournaments. Hagen has two victories on this side of

Mike Brady 
was in the same class, but Mike wasn’t the fighter 
that Hagen was, which is the main reason why Hagen 
has six open victories to his credit, and Mike has none. 
If anything, Mike was the sounder golfer for some 
years. 

So Hagen came up as a fighter, and the habit has 
stuck with him whenever it occurs to him that the 
going is tough. At times his confidence or even as- 
sertiveness as it mignt be called, has come in for crit- 
icism, but if he didn’t have that, Hagen wouldn't be a 
great golfer. There are half a dozen pros who can 
match him stroke for stroke, but they fall away in 
the thick of the fight where Hagen comes with a 
rush to win. 

It’s typical of Hagen that he has been in many 
play-offs of big tournaments and lost only once in 
“extra innings.’’ That was the time that Gene Sara- 
zen beat him on the thirty-eighth green at Pelham 
in the final round of a P. G. A. championship.

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PRIMARILY ECONOMIC. 


There is something admirable in 
the calmness with which the finan- 
cial experts in Paris continue to 
apply. themselves to their task. 
Political thunderings are all about 
their heads, but they seem quite 
unaware of the heavy rumblings. 
Protests and warnings from London 
and Berlin, even from near-by Paris, 
with mutterings from Washington, 
they do not heed. They stick to the 
big job which they have been asked 
to tackle and which they hope soon 
to finish. 

Doubtless the coolness and quiet 
of the experts, still at their work, 
are due to the fact that they have 
a@ very definite understanding of its 
nature. It is to make recommenda- 
tions, not to draw up binding agree- 
ments. Their report, when complet- 
ed, will be laid before the govern- 
ments affected, and then it will be 
for the latter to make the ultimate 
decision whether to accept or reject. 
This would naturally involve delay, 
as prolonged discussions and diplo- 
matic negotiations between the gov- 
ernments would be necessary. Mean- 
while the experts, having done what 
they were appointed to do, would go 
to their homes and await the out- 
come with a clear conscience. 

One reason for their confidence is 
presumably their serene conviction 
that the great problem which they 
have been studying and endeavoring 
to solve is chiefly economic. How 
to pay and transfer by one country 
to another over a period of years 
$8,000,000,000 or more, is a question 
primarily for bankers and masters 
of foreign exchange. If one asks 
how any country can be expected 
to pay over so large a sum, the 
answer must be given as a result 
of economic inquiries and estimates. 
Then if the point is made that these 
great debts running for more than 
@ generation ought somehow to be 
commercialized at their present 
value, and so got rid of as a source 
of constant friction between gov- 
ernments, here again bankers and 
authorities on loans and securities 
must play a more important rdle 
than even statesmen. In the end, 
the great controversy will have to 
be settled in accordance with sound 
economic principles. It may not ‘be 
so settled this -year or next,. but 
economic forces have a way of 
making themselves finally irresis- 
tible in such matters, and there is 
mo reason to doubt that they will 
ultimately do so in the case of Ger- 
Man reparations and the war debts. 





RESERVE LAW AND STOCK 


EXCHANGE LOANS. 

The proposal at Chicago by the 
President of the New York Stock 
Exchange that the Federal Reserve 
law be changed so as to provide for 
rediscount: of loans on “ security col- 
lateral,” was hardly made at a pro- 
pitious moment. This is by no means 
the first occasion on which such use 
of the rediscounting power has been 
proposed, and the suggestion has 
invariably been negatived with an 
emphasis which showed the force of 
adverse expert opinion. Every one 
of the long series of plans for a 
central banking organization, pub- 
licly debated in the ten years prior 
to the enactment of the Federal. Re- 
perve law, excluded loans based on 
tompany stocks and bonds, The 
Aldrich bill expressly barred out 
from its rediscount provisions “ notes 
“ or bills issued-or drawn for the 
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“ purpose of carrying stocks, bonds 
“or other investment securities.” 
The “Aldrich emergency currency 
law of 1908,” designed to provide for 
purely temporary currency issues at 
times of financial crisis, excluded 
the use of such collateral and, while 
its first draft proposed that railway 
bonds be accepted along with State 
or city obligations (though with 
railway or industrial share collat- 
eral banned), even that limited re- 
course to company securities had to 
be struck out before the bill was 
passed. 

There never was any doubt about 
the reason for such exclusion. Ac- 
ceptance of company stocks and 
bonds as collateral for rediscounts 
would, first, surrender the idea of 
lending central banking credit on 
“ self-liquidating obligations,” limit- 
ed by actual requirements of trade. 
It would necessarily open at least 
the possibility of drawing on such 
credit to support extended specula- 
tion. It would be difficult to dis- 
pute that the present situation 
brings into view the reason for both 
presumptions. Creation of new com- 
pany stocks and bonds is cumulative 
and of enormous volume; in the case 
of stocks, the original borrowing on 
which they are based is perpetual. 
Whatever difference of opinion may 
exist regarding the proportion of so- 
called “ brokers’ loans” which con- 
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pure and simple, no one doubts that 
they constitute an important part. 
If they did not, then the recent 
decrease of $368,000,000 in four 
ensuing weeks of declining Stock 
Exchange prices would be hard to, 
explain. 

The Stock Exchange itself reports 
increase of that loan account by 
$2,100,000,000 in a year and $3,500,- 
000,000 in two years, or more than 
the two-year increase prior to July, 
1928, in total loans and discounts 
of all the 26,000 banks reporting to 
the controller. Mr. SIMMONS ex- 
pressed the opinion at Chicago that, 
“if a careful and conservative sys- 
“tem of rediscounting security loans 
“could be evolved, less: Reserve 
“credit would get into the stock 
“market than ‘has already done so 
“without such a rediscount privi- 
“lege.” This judgment admits rather 
frankly the contention,on which the 
Federal Reserve has bdsed its action 
regarding the credit market; but 
opinion regarding what would follow 
formal opening of the gates to direct 
requisitions of the kind can only be 
conjecture. The one certainty is 
that a change of the character pro- 
posed would completely alter the 
purpose and character of the Fed- 
eral Reserve, and that there is hot 
the slightest chance of its serious 
legislative consideration. 








A LONG TASK. 


It is expected that .President 
HOOVER will soon appoint that ‘ na- 
“tional commission for a searching 
“investigation of the whole struc- 
“ture of our Federal system of 
‘ jurisprudence, to include the meth- 
“ods of enforcement of the Eigh- 
“teenth Amendment and the causes 
“of abuse under it,” which he pro- 
posed in his inaugural address. He 
enlarged upon the subject in his 
address to The Associated Press in 
April. The speeches of Chief Jus- 
tice TAFT and Mr. WICKERSHAM to 
the American Law Institute sum- 
mon the bar to take an active part 
in helping the commission. Mr. 
TAFT is hopeftil that the Legisla- 
tures are beginning to see their 
duty to improve the administration 
of justice. Mr. WICKERSHAM hgs to 
record the entire want of sympathy 
shown by the New York Legislature 
with the improvements suggested 
by the bar associations. 

Many lawyers, eager to bring 
about respect for the law, are not 
filled with profound respect for that 
curious Senate Judiciary Committee 
which seniority, that unfailing test 
of merit, has produced. The com- 
mission’s purpose, as described in 
the inaugural, is “to make such 
“ recommendations for the reorgani- 
“zation of the administration of 
“Federal laws and court procedure 
“as may be found desirable.” In 
the New York. address this is wid- 
ened. The commission is “to study 
“and report upon the whole of our 
“problems involved in criminal law 
“and its enforcement. That is a 
vast subject. Of whatever experts 
composed and by whatever experts 
aided, the commission can hardly 
hope to report before two years or 
more. We cannot tell how divided 
its counsels may be. Its rock ahead 
is prohibition enforcement. How- 
ever secondary or subsidiary it may 
be put-—-and in the first day’s pro- 
ceedings of the Law Institute it 
apparently was not mentioned—it is 
probably the matter of first interest 
to most persons. Rightly or wrong- 
ly, the appeal to respect the law 
comes to a multitude of minds as 
an appeal to respect the Volstead 
act. 

Can Mr. Hoover find men to serve 
on his commission who, aside from 
their recognized integrity, intellect, 
knowledge and experience, will sat- 
isfy the suspicious Wets and Drys? 
That, perhaps, is too much*to hope. 
The prime, essential objects of the 
inquiry reach far deeper than ‘the 
results or administration of one 
unhappy law. The criminal is pro- 
tected against society, not society 
against the criminal. Delays, tech-

When the public mind is sufficiently 
satisfied that something must be 
done, after all these years of talk 
and investigation and report, Legis- 
latures and Congresses will know 
their lesson. 

It is going to be a long, slow 
work; and that of the commission 
must be somewhat drawn out. When 
its recommendations are made, it is 
a toss-up whether any Congress in 
Mr. HOOVER’s time or in his succes- 
sor’s time will choose to carry out 
many of them. Congress often 
moves much more sarail-like than 
the law itself when an amelioration 
of laws is in question. Meanwhile, 
the only thing for .lawyers and 
everybody else who wants reform of 
justice, criminal and civil, State and 
Federal, is to peg away undiscour- 
aged. Only so can inveterate abuses 
be remedied.

A GAME-BREEDING SCHOOL. 


It has been estimated by JOHN 
C. PHILLIPS, president of the Ameri- 
can Wild Fowlers’ Club, that 8,000,- 


000 geese and ducks are killed 
by sportsmen in the United States 
every year. It is what he calls an 
“intelligent guess,” trustworthy sta- 
tistics being unobtainable. In the 
coun there are 2,000 “legitimate 
duck clubs.” But many hunters do 
not belong to a club. As Mr. PHIL- 
LIPS’S count was made several years 
ago and more licenses are issued 
every twelvemonth, his total should 
now be much higher. The supply 
of wild fowl is still so large that 
no heavy draft is yet made on the 
breeding stocks by the annual “ kill.” 
It may not be so much longer. That 
is why the sale of game was stopped 
and migratory birds were placed un- 
der the protection of the Federal 
Government. Wild-fowl shooting is 
now done with magazine guns and

A NEED UNFULFILLED. 


Dilatory Tactics by City Hold Up 
Playground Development. 
fo the Editor of The New York Times: 

When we read of civic bodies fight- 
ing playgrounds in various parts of 
the city it seems pretty, good evi- 
dence that the inestimable impor- 
tance of providing every child with 
play space is very far from being gen- 
erally understood. 

Dr, Levermore, who won the $50,000 
Bok prize for the best peace plan, 
lived at that time in the apartments 
djrectly in the rear of the proposed 
little play park in the Bedford sec- 
tion of Brooklyn, about which a con- 
troversy has blazed at intervals for 
seven years. He spoke at the 
Borough Hall hearing in favor of 
the project, and said he walked all 
the way home with a friend whom he 
tried to win to his way of thinking, 
but to no avail, he said, because of 
pocketbook influence, he thought, in 
considering the probability_of a local 
assessment. 

If the city is sincere in advocating 
more playgrounds and appropriating 
money for sites, it would seem that 
money so appropriated could be put 
to work in the most practical and 
economical way by canceling a local 
assessment which is a burden to 
people who do not in the least de- 
gree comprehend the real value of 
what they are asked to pay for. 
When expensive court condemnation 
proceedings have determined the cost, 
and the city has owned a site, as it 
has the Rusurban site, for three 
years, with no return to the city, and 
there is money available for the full 
payment for site and development, 
why is this.not done? 

The only reason is that certain 
local interests are ignorant of the 
value of a playground. We have 
proved the large numbers of resi- 
dents who do want the site in 
the fact that 2,000 wrote to Albany 
to oppose the bill permiting its sale. 
We have tested sentiment this week 
among business people near the site 
and found, in spite of reports to the 
contrary, that 80 per cent of them 
are in favor of pushing this through 
to completion. We believe the city 
authorities have received a mistaken 
impression of the true sentiment be- 
cause of the frantic efforts of a cer- 
tain few to prevent the project going 
through. 

When we study the warped charac- 
ter development that exhibits out- 
bursts of temper and realize that in 
the playground children may be in- 
fluenced to learn control of their 
emotions, we must see that we have 
in a properly supervised playground 
a means for the prevention of crime, 
because we all know that uncon- 
trolled temper often ends in murder. 
I have seen a girl of 10 in a play- 
ground so possessed by temper that 
she flung herself down in a heap and 
had to be carried out by a guard 
“like a dead pig,’”’ as he said. A few 
months later she returned after 
fighting her own battle whether to 
apologize and enjoy the playground 
or stay out. In this way she con- 
quered her fault permanently, play- 
ing there happily a long time, with 
no further disgraceful conduct.

THE*SEAPLANE BASE. 


To Be of Value It Should Be Near 
Centre of City. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

I have by reason of my affiliation 
with the aviation industry been very 
-much interested in the recent pub- 
lic discussion relative to the proposed 
location of a seaplane terminal on 
the Hudson River. THE Tres edi- 
torial May 4 on the public hearings 
of the previous few days has been 
carefully noted. 

It is stated that ‘‘an ideal location 
for seaplane operation would be Tap- 
pan Zee, near Tarrytown, from 
which point passengers could trans- 
fer for a forty-five-minute ride to 
the Grand Central Station in New 
York.’’ In my opinion, if this site 
were to be chosen, the whole ad- 
vantage of utilizing the water as a 
base of operations around New York 
would be defeated, since it would 
then be just as simple to come to one 
of the outlying airports in a land 
plane when flying to New York. Tre 
great advantage offered through tse 
of the water of being able to bring 
air travelers close to the heart of 
New York would be lost. 

You point out that ‘surface ships 
are generally able to avoid each 
other, but collision of a ship of the 
air and a surface ship would not be 
So easily escapable when the former 
was manoeuvring to come down.” 
It is entirely possible for any pilut 
manoeuvring for a landing to bring 
either a land or a seaplane down at 
any predetermined point; further- 
more, the course of thé plane can be 
completely changed in a few sec- 
onds by simple manipulation of the 
controls of the plane. The latter is 
not true of large boats manoeu- 
vring and, actually, it is infinitely 
easier to manoeuvre a plane either 
in the air or on the water than any 
of the commercial water craft oper- 
ated around New York. . 

The establishment of a seaplane 
base convenient to the centre of New 
York City. is highly desirable as a 
means of speeding up air transporta- 
tion and should have the full sup- 
port of every progressive citizen of 
this city.

What a fine thing it would be to 
have a great railroad terminal right 
in the heart of Manhattan and above 
ground! The Pennsylvania system 
was obliged to burrow its way over 
into Queens in order to have yard 
facilities. Do the inventors of this 
bridge idea contemplate constructing 
an ‘elevated’ right over to Long 
Island City? 

Let us say no to this fanciful bridge. 
The day of any bridge anywhere is 
fast approaching its end. We need 
and we must have tunnels, more tun- 
nels, aS many tunnels as we can 
have. They will all pay for them- 
selves through tolls in a relatively 
short time, and will be functioning 
as long as there is human need for 
them.

To the Editor of The New York Times: 

The Ways and Means Committee 
having submitted their program of 
tariff revision, there naturally occurs 
lots of comment pro and con relative 
to its future effects upon the differ- 
ent groups interested. 

One of the commodities affected 
by ‘the revision is raw sugar. Be- 
cause of the far-reaching interest in 
this commodity and the economic 
trend due to any possible change in 
the sugar tariff, many groups and 
countries are strongly organized to 
safeguard their concessions. Such 
groups consist of the American 
beet-sugar interest, the Philippine 
Islands, Porto Rico, Cuba and Euro- 
pean interests. It seems to me, how- 
ever, that the most important group 
to be considered lacks the proper 
leadership. That group is the entire 
population of the United States. 

Not more than 20 per cent of the 
supply of sugar consumed by the 
people of the United States is grown 
in the United States. Consequently 
the increase in a sugar tariff serves 
to increase revenue for our govern- 

protect_the American sugar 
ndustry and American sugar farm- 
ers, but all at the expense of the 
entire population of the United States. 

It is not fair that the people of 
this country should be forced to pay 
such an excessive duty on the impor- 
tation of a most needed commodity, 
particularly when the major part of 
the supply must be imported. It does 
no* seem just that our entire popu- 
lation should be taxed for the bene- 
fit of the small percentage repre- 
sented as interested in the American 
sugar industry. 

American industry should be pro- 
tected, of course, but on some sound 
and economic basis, not by having 
the people taxed $85,000,000 annuagly 
to give the American sugar grower 
$7,000,000 additional revenue. Surely 
the citizens would be glad to pay the 
$7,000,000, but what. justification is 
there to pay the ,000,000? The 
figures are from a statement by H. 
C. Lakin, counsel for the United 
States Sugar Association. 

The city of New York spent thou- 
sands of dollars to preserve the five- 
cent fare, and saved the traveling 
public 4 cents a day. There seems to 
be no one to save the people of the 
country from an unnecessary and a 
selfish tax of perhaps a cent on each 
pound of sugar consumed.

TEACHERS SEEK FUND. 


State Association Would Provide for 
Aged and Needy Members. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

The New York State Teachers’ As- 
sociation, through ayia G com- 
mittee, is engaged th ear in rais- 
ing an endowment fund for the 
relief of aged and needy retired 
teachers, the income only to be used 
for this purpose. 

New York State has an excellent 
teachers’ retirement system, under 
the supervision of the State Insur- 





sound, but no retirement system can 
foresee and provide for all contin- 
gencies. We know, from actual sur- 
veys of the State and from expe- 
rience, that there will always be 
teachers with a moral right to some 
assistance who are technically ineli- 
gible for a pension, and others re- 
tired after long service, who are 
aged, sick and suffering, with in- 
comes inadequate for their support. 

Our first applicant had retired 
with a comfortable competence be- 
fore the pension law was passed, with 
forty-four years of high school teach- 
ing to her credit. After having been 
bedridden for fourteen years, she 
found herself at the age of 84 with her 
resources completely exhausted. It is 
for such emergency cases that the 
endowment fund is being raised. 
The association is aiding sixteen re- 
tired teachers, with five applica- 
tions under investigation. Three of 
these people are partially blind, five 
are between 65 and 70, four be- 
tween 75 and 80, and two past 84 
years of age. The other five are 
women between 55 and 60, who are 
cémplete invalids. 

Manifestly, an educational associa- 
tion, publishing a magazine and con- 
ducting meetings for the professional 
improvement of teachers, cannot 
indefinitely underwrite this work. 
From the data at hand, the associa- 
tion estimates that the income of 
a fund of $250,000 should care for 
probably future demands, and it has 
set this amount as its goal.

Dr. Fréderick Strange Kolle, re- 
tired plastic surgeon and one of the 
first X-Ray investigators in the 
United States, died at St. Luke’s Hos- 
pital yesterday in his fifty-seventh 
year, following a long illmess. After 
giving up his practice here some 
years ago he had lived for the most 
patt in Los Angeles. 

Funeral services will be held at 3 
P. M. tomorrow at the Fairchild 
Chapel, 86 Lefferts Place, Brooklyn. 

Born at Hanover, Germany, Dr. 
Kolle was éducated in his native fand 
and at the Long Island College Hos- 
pital here. He was on the staffs of 
séveral Booka hospitals for many 
years. In 1 hé commenced X-ray 
work, and for four years was chief 
instructor in the department of élec- 
tro-therapeutics of the Electrical En- 
gineering Institute of New York. He 
was former radiographer to the 
Methodist Episcopal Hospital, Brook- 
lyn, and from 1897 to 1902 was asso- 
ciate editor of Electrical Age. 

He invented the radiometer, Kolle 
X-ray coil switching devices, dentas- 
kiascope, o¢sophameter, folding flu- 
oroscope, cig printing process, 
Kolle focus tube, direct-reading 
X-ray méter and many instruments 
uséd in plastic surgery. 








State librarian and archivist, author 
and poet, was found dead in bed 
this morning.

Mr. Moore was one of the best- 
known historians in the South, and 
an authority on Andrew Jackson, 
whose lifé he studied continuously.

Was Stock Ticker Pioneer. 


The death of Horace L. Hotchkiss 
yesterday marked the passing of the 
last survivor of the group that put 
the stock ticker in Wall Street. Mr. 
Hotchkiss waa largely responsible for 
revolutionizing business methods in 
the world’s ftmancial centres. In 
1927 he sold his seat om the New 
York Stock Exchange for $300,000, 
realizing a profit of about 1,200 per 
cent. He organized the American 
District Telegraph Company and was 
one of the heavy backers of the ilk 
fated American company which spent 
more than $4,000, in an attempt 
to dig the Nicaragua Canal in 1886. 

His long and distinguished finan- 
cial career dates from 1857, when, as 
a boy of 14, he left his birthplace 
and came here, taking a clerical po- 


sition sorting money in the old 
American Exchange Bank, then at 
. In the Civil War he 
was in the navy with Farragut’s 
fleet at Mobile Bay. 


In 1874 he paid $5,200 for his seat | °P 


on the Stock Exc é, of which he 
was one of the fottnders. The same 
year hé established the first branch 
of a Stock Exchange firm, running 
a private telegraph wire from his 
firm’s office at 30 Broad Street over 
the housectops uptown to the Fifth 
Avenue Hotel, at the corner of Fifth 
Avenue and Twenty-third Street. 


Often Advanced Pay to Edison. 


In 1867 he had been associated 
with E. A. Callaghan, who invented 
the stock ticker, and with whom Mr. 
Hotchkiss organized the Gold and 
Stock Telegraph Company, of which 
he was the treasurér. The first in- 
sirment was put into opération short- 
ly after Christmas, 1867, in the office 
of David Groesbeck & Co., 
1872 it was adopted by the London 
Stock Exchange. He was instrumen- 
tal in the founding of the Exchange 
Telegraph Company that year, and 
when he died he

“Brom the humble beginnings of 
1867 has-comé about the use of a 
vast network of wires ail over this 
continent and Europe for the dis- 
semination of stock quotations, main- 
taining an active and continuous in- 
terest in price changes the world 
over, thus greatly speeding up busi- 
ness,’?’ Mr. Hotchkiss remarked re- 
cently. 

Mr. Hotchkiss recalled that he had 
been a friend of E. H. Harriman on 
the floor of the Exchange when the 
latter was ‘‘fust a young man with 
no money to speak of.’’ Thomas A. 
Edison was once employed by the 
telegraph company of which he was 
treasurer, in which capacity he often 
advanced Mr. Edison 
wages till the next pay day. 

“T learned aftérward that he was 


hard pressed for cash at the time of 


these advances because of paying for 
experiments that resulted in impor- 


tant inventions,’” Mr. Hotchkiss ex-.

Prompt but conditional approval 
of the Untermyer transit unification 
plan by the Board of Estimate, 
which has had it under considera- 
tion for nearly a year, was urged 
upon Mayor Walker and other city 
officials yesterday at a City Hall 
conference. The Transit Commis- 
sion and the B. M. T. insisted that 
lack of such endorsement would ren- 
der futile any attempt to obtain 
from the State courts a declaratory 
judgment on the validity of vital 
financial features of the plan. 

The recommendation, which will 
be further considered at future con- 
ferences, was seen in transit circles 
yesterday as a recognition of the 
B. M. T.’s stand, taken at a City 
Hall conference on May 3, that it 
‘was not prepared to discuss the pur- 
chase price of its lines until the city 
had approved a definite plan for uni- 
fication. The Untermyer plan has 


already been approved by the Transit 
Commission, which has gone on rec- 
ord also in favor of. Decent. ag service 
upon both the B. M. T. and I. R. T. 
of notice of recapture. It is possible 
for the city to approve the Unter- 
myer plan, however, without acting 
upon the recapture question. 


See Need for Agreement. 


The need for an actual agreement 
among the city, Transit Commission 
and B. M. T. as the basis for de- 
claratory judgment proceedings was 
stressed at yesterdays’ conference 
and conditional approval of the 
Untermyer plan urged as a necessafy 
step to that end. The Board of Esti- 
mate, it was argued, could approve 
the plan as a whole, subject to the 
conditions that if the courts denied 
the city’s power to resort to taxes to 
meet deficits from unified operation, 
or denied tax-exempt status to the 
bonds of the public corporation set 
up under the plan, the approval 
would be void. 

* It is understood that Samuel Un- 
termyer, author of the plan and 
special counsel to the Transit Com- 
mission, voiced the opinion that 
such a qualified approval, together 
with an agreement with the B. M 
T. safeguarded by the same reser- 
vations and excluding the price ele- 
ment, would serve as sufficient ba- 
sis for a suit for declaratory 
judgment. : 


Did Not Commit Themselves. 


Mayor Walker and his transit ad- 


visers, it was learned, did not com- 


mit themselves at the conference, 


but agreed to give the matter serious 
study. It was urged upon them that, 
inasmuch as the city had backed the 
tranait control bill, 
withhold a qualified approval of the 
Untermyer plan and thus defeat the 
effort to have the courts say whether 
it was@a valid means, without fur- 
ther legislation, of accomplishing 
unification.

HAMPERS FUSION 


Republican Leaders Oppose 
Launching Drive With No 
Head of Ticket in Sight. 




















FIND INDEPENDENTS SHY 





Feeling That Party Should ‘‘Go It 
Alone” Is Reported to Be 
Growing. ° 


Prominent Republicans interested 
in the success of an anti-Tammany 
fusion movement have completed a 
survey of the situation, it was 
learned yesterday. They have reached 
the conclusion that it would be use- 
less to attempt to start a fusion 
movement at this time without a 
candidate in sight. 

Lack of a candidate is said to be 
the real reason why no conference of 
the Republican chairmen of the five 
counties in New York City has been 
called, as has been suggested. An- 
other reason is that no group of in- 
dependents or independent Demo- 
crats has been found to enter a fu- 
sion movement, except the Better 
City Government League, which is 
supporting John F. Hylan for Mayor. 
With the possible exception of Jacob 
A. Livingston, Brooklyn leader, 
those prominent in the Republican 
organization are said to be opposed 
to the nomination of Mr. Hylan for 
Mayor or to a combination with his 
organization, even if Mr. Hylan 
would accept a lower place on the 
ticket. 

As one prominent Republican de- 
scribed it, the outlook for success in 
a fight against Tammany is less now 
than it was at this time of the year 
in 1925 or 1921, in each of which 
years the fusion ticket was beaten by 
approximately half a mililon plural- 
ity. For that reason there is an in- 
creasing feeling that the Republican 
party might as well go it alone in 
this election or at least take the in- 
itiative in selecting a ticket which 
would appeal to independents and 
independent Democrats in the hope 
that such a ticket would attract a 
sufficient number of voters to enable 
it-to win. 

So far, few independent Democrats’ 
of political consequence willing to 
take part in a fusion movement have 
been found. Except for former Con-: 
troller Herman A. Metz, who is un- 
derstood to be willing to run for 
Mayor, the Republican leaders have 
been unable to discover any indepen- 
dent Democrat willing to head a 
fusion ticket. Former Police Com- 
missioner George V. McLaughlin and 
Martin Conboy are among the Dem- 
ocrats who have been mentioned as 
possible candidates, but influential 
Republicans have been informed that 
neither is available. 

The Republican chieftains have 
been just as unsuccessful in seekinzg 
a Republican who would appeal to 
the business interests to head the 
ticket. United States Attorney 
Charles H. Tuttle and Emory R. 
Buckner, former United States At- 
torney, have refused to become can- 
didates. General James G. Harbord, 
who, it is believed, would not have 
| been a candidate in rent d event, is un- 
derstood to be ineligible under the 
city charter provision requiring that 
a Mayor must have been a resident 
of the city for ten years preceding 
his election. 

With little likelihood of either for- 
mer Mayor Hylan or Colonel Metz 
being selected as the fusion nomi- 
nee, there is left only Representa- 
tive F. H. LaGuardia and City Court 
Justice Gustave Hartman, epubli- 
cans, each of whom is a candidate 
for the Republican nomination for 
Mayor. ; 

Mr. LaGuardia will speak at a 
meeting of the Kings County Repub- 
lican "paras eget on May 21. He has 
said that he would enter the prima- 
;|ries, regardless of the decision of 
the county leaders, and it is regard- 
ed ascertain that he would be.a con- 
tender for the nomination if the 
party chiefs should pick an indepen- 
dent Democrat to head the ticket. 


Mayor is the keystone ‘of any ‘fusion

Resents Statement That Group Aims 
“to Mislead Public’’—Defendant 
Is “Unperturbed” by ‘Move. 





The smoldering controversy be- 
tween the monthly book clubs and 
the book publishers was thrown fnto 
the Supreme Court yesterday when 


libel suit for $200,000 damages 
against E. P. Dutton Company, Inc., | 
and its president, John: Macrae, who 
is scheduled to follow his attack of 
several weeks ago with an address 
before the convention of the Ameri- 
can Booksellers’ Association in Bos- 
ton next week. 

The libel action followed the re- 
fisal of Mr. Macrae, a former presi- 
dent of the American Book Publish- 
ers’ Association, to retract state- 
ments he made and published in 
broadsides, sent to more than 1,000 
editors and critics on March 18 and 
April 17, criticizing the selection of 
Joan Lowell’s ‘‘Cradle of the Deep’”’ 
as the March ‘‘book of the month.’’ 
One broadside was headed, ‘‘Is the 
Public Entitled to the Facts?” and 
the other bore the heading, ‘‘What 
the Public Pays for the Book Clubs.’’ 
The first one was issued along with 
a statement from Mr. Macrae an- 
nouncing that his compafy no long- 
er would submit books to the Book- 


of-the-Month Club or the Literary 
Guild. Later Frederick A. Stokes, 
president of Frederick A. Stokes 
Company, announced that his firm 
also had severed relations with the 
clubs.

The complaint, filed for the Book- 
of-the-Month Club, alleges that in 
both his statements Mr. Macrae 
made ‘“‘damaging and libelous state- 
ments reflecting on the indepen- 
dence of the editorial board, charg- 
ing in effect that their choices were 
influenced by the business manage- 
ment.’’ Likewise, the complaint 
continued, Mr. Macrae further ‘‘in- 
jured the reputation of the organiza- 
tion by charging that ‘the aim and 
purpose of the Book-of-the-Month 
Club is to mislead the public.’ ”’ 

A summons and a copy of the 
complaint were served on Mr. Ma- 
crae yesterday morning. He imme- 
diately communicated with his at- 
torneys, Root, Clark, Buckner, How- 
land & Ballantine of 31 Nassau 
Strect.. Grenville Clark, a member of 
the firm, declared in the afternoon 
that Mr. Macrae would defend the 
correctness of his statements, which 
the Book-of-the-Month Club main- 
tains were untrue. 

The publisher said later in the day 
at his home, 114 East Highty-fourth 
Street, that he would issue no formal 
statement of his position until after 
conferring with his lawyers. Mean- 
while, he said, he was ‘‘ready to deal 
with the matter as a man meets 
such issues.’’ He was ‘‘unperturbed’”’ 
by the development, he declared. 
While Mr. Macrae was talking sev- 
eral publishers telephoned to express 
sympathy with his position. 

The paper which Mr. Macrae is 
scheduled to read before the con- 
vention of booksellers, it was 
learned, is on the subject of the re- 
lation between the book clubs, which 
are primarily mail order firms, and 
the individual book dealers. He, to- 
gether with Mr. ‘Stokes, maintains 
that the book-buying clubs exert a 
‘harmful effect ugon the booksellers, 
and to some in publishing circles 
yesterday the filing of the libel suit 
at this time was regarded as sig- 
nificant. 


Haas Explains Action. 


After the papers had been filed, 
Robert K. Haas, president of the 
Book-of-the-Month Club, issued a 
statement in his office, 386 Fourth 
Avenue, explaining the basis of the 
action as follows: 

“The aspersions cast by Mr. Mac- 
rae on the independence of our edi- 
torial board and on the good faith 
of our advertising have been an- 
swered by us in a detailed published 
statement. Mr. Macrae twice was 
given an opportunity to retract his 
charges, but he refused to do so. 

“Later ‘he published a_ second 
statement, reiterating his previous 
charges and containing additional de- 
famatory allegations. 

‘Shortly afterward, in a letter to 
Dorothy Canfield, who had communi- 
cated with him .in an effort to in- 
duce him to. correct his statements, 
Mr. Macrae repeated ‘his cha: that. 
the distinguished. literary figures 
who make up our editorial board are 
influenced in their selections by the 
owners and managers of the enter- 
prise. 

‘In: view of the widespread pub-. 
licity given to-Mr.-Macrae’s charges 
and his refusal to withdraw or modi- 
fy them, we lo8k to the courts for 
vindication.”’

Detective Patrick A. Harty of the 
West Forty-seventh Street Station 
made a formal charge of murder in 
the Homicide’ Court yesterday 
against Patrolman Frank A. Gertner 
of the Elizabeth Street Station: in 
connection with the death of Mrs.

Coincident with the filing of the 
charge, District Attorney Banton 
announced that all the witnesses in 
the case would be called on Monday 
when Gentner is arraigned again be- 
fore Magistrate Corrigan for a hear- 
ing.. The grand jury investigation 
will be deferred until after the 
magistrate’s proceeding. 

Gentner, who had been held mere- 
ly as a suspect since his arrest last 
Saturday, the day following the 
death of Mrs. Coberg in Flower Hos- 
pital, was accused by the detective 
in an affidavit of ‘‘deliberate design’’ 
to cause her death. Magistrate Cor- 
rigan denied the request of Gent- 
ner’s lawyer for an immediate hcar- 
ing on the detective’s charge when 
an assistant prosecutor promised 
that the State would be ready on 
Monday. 

Detective Harty informed the 
magistrate that the adjournment 
was requested partly because Mrs. 
Alice Forsythe, a former negro maid 
in the hotel, who was located late 
Friday afternoon by detectives as 
an important witness in the case, 
had not completed a statement she 
was making. She told the detectives 
when they .found her in a. Wesi 
Thirty-seventh Street rooming house 
that she discovered Mrs. Coberg in 
a dying. condition in'a room in the 
hotel on the day after, it is alleged, 
Gentner ‘brought the woman there. 

She said that, at Mrs. Coberg’s re- 
guest,. she called a man named 
“Krank’’ at a telephone in the 
Columbus exchange, almost similar.

Telescope as Microscope’s Aid. 


The Einstein theory as to the effect 
of gravity on rays of light was ex- 
plained yesterday by Professor H. H. 
Sheldon of the partment of Phys- 
ics of New York University, in com- 
menting.upon the observation of the 
total eclipse Thursday. 

“In the matter of eclipses of the 
sun the astronomer has now become 
the physicist’s hired man,’’. Professor 
Sheldon said. ‘‘He uses his gigantic 
telescopes, observing the celestial 
bodies,. mainly for the purpose of 
finding out what is inside the atom 
and to determine the nature of such 
things as light. This seems much 
like employing a battleship to anni- 
hilate a flea. Using a telescope where 
@ super-microscope tells us nothing 
seems like putting the cart before 
the horse: But the explanation is 
simple. 

“Einstein tells us that’ light has 
mass and is subject to gravitation.: 
A light beam oe near any 
object should be bent toward it just 
as a baseball gradually falls toward 
the earth on its w to the plate. 
But the effect on light is extremely 
minute. Therefore to be. noticeable 
the light must pass very near a 
heavy object. The sun will do nicely 
for our test if.we can get light from 
stars to pass near it. This happens 
all the time, but only during an 
eclipse, when the brilliant disc of 
the sun is blotted out, can we see 
or photograph these stars. 

“The plate records these stars in 
the positions they would occupy if 
they were on a straight line with 
the direction of the light as it finally 
reached us. We know where the 
stars really are from calculation of 
their motion. If they are not i 
their computed sitions the shi 
may be due to the pina, of the 
light as it passed the sun. If this is 
the case Einstein’s theory is upheld. 

‘“‘The shift has been found fre- 
quently. But might it not be due to 
a bending in our own at here 
due to inhomogeneity because of 
temperature changes, as it is some- 
times bent in a'poor piece of window 
glass? Or might it. be due to warp- 
ing of our telescopes due to temper- 
ature ‘differences? So far we are 
not sure; the question is debatable. 
Only more and increasingly accurate 
measurements will decide. At pres- 
ent the evidence is somewhat in fa- 
vor of Einstein, however. 

“How can a telescope tell us any- 
thing of atomic structure? Again we 
can use the sun as our laboratory. 
Its temperature is higher than we 
can obtain and the mass of gas in 
its atmosphere is greater than we 
could collect, as is obvious. It is 
also greatly rarified in its outer lay- 
ers. Thus we have ideal conditions 
for study. From the colors which 
we find w the light is collected 
by a large telescope and split up by a 
glass prism we can determine its 
nature. 

“We find many of our common 
gases on the sun. Also we find a 
puzzler. This, for want of a better 
name, is-called coronium. It is un- 
like anything we know or are able 
to predict. It does not correspond 
to any of the few elements which we 
know must exist because of proved 
laws, but which no one has yet made. 
It has some of the earmarks of the 
) argon, which is our own atmos- 
pheree in slight amounts. 


Corona Ordinarily Blotted Out. 


“The bright light of the sun ordi- 
narily blots out the weak light from 
the’ sun’s corona, that nebulous re- 
gion eo it, but the eclipse 
gives an opportunity to study e 
color make-up in some detail. At 
each eclipse improved instruments 
and more certain knowledge as to 
what to‘seek during‘those brief min- 
utes allowed the astromomer’ afford 
us more data. | —— 

“The experience of the astronomer 
enables him to Set that data which 
the theoretical physicist most, neecs. 
Perhaps this ‘eclipse will tell us what 
coronium is. It may. be, something 
quite ordinary, just as its celestia 
cousin, neblium, was found by R. A. 
Millikon to .be .nothing’ more thar 
nitrogen and oxygen with an unusual 
internal arrangement .of parts. it 
may also'tell us somethin —_ 1. 
Helium, now used to float dirigibles, 
was first discovered in the sun’s at- 
mosphere during an eclipse. Perha,3 
nature guards some of her catest” 
secrets by ‘giving us only this occa- 
sional fleeting glance of her work- 
ings.’’ , .

MAY HAVE TAKEN POISON 





Test Tube Found in Pocket After He 
Asks for Water and Then Falls 
—Drew Bad Checks Before. 





The manager in the Witt drug 
store at Broadway and 116th Street 
answered the telephone shortly be- 
fore noon yesterday. A man’s voice, 
soft and cultured, came over the 
wire: ° ’ 

“This is Dr. Costello of 490 River- 
side Drive. I wonder if you would 
cash a smAu check for me, as a pro- 
fessional courtesy? I am short of 
‘money at the moment.’ 

The manager replied that he would 
be glad to do so, and suggested that 
the doctor call at the store. In a 
short time a middle-aged man, trim 
in a brown suit, came to the pre- 
scription counter and _ introduced 
himself as ‘‘Dr Costello.’’ . 

“T was on a case with Dr. Martin,”’ 
he explained, ‘‘and I left my wallet 
containing money in his car. . He is 
driving up to ite Plains and I 
can’t reach him. Would you mind 
cashing a check for $2?’’ 


Manager Refuses Request. - 


The manager, however, had been 
studying the ‘‘doctor,’’ as‘ he called 
himself. The man appeared distrait, 
nd there was a nervous twitching in 
his face that suggested: to the phar- 
macist two things—drugs or drink. 
He decided not to cash the check, 
and told the man so. . 

“‘Would u let me. have twenty- 
five cents?’’ said the caller, and that 
decided the pharmacist to end the 
interview. ‘‘Dr. Costello,’?’ who had 
laid several books of blank checks 
on the counter picked them up ,and 
went out. 

The pharmacist- thought that his 
caller probably: would try to-cash a 
check at the Neve drug store, at 
115th Street. He was about to tele- 
phone M. Jacobus, the manager of 
the Neve branch, when he. saw 
Policeman Walter Doyle strolling 
past on beat. - ’ ’ 

Doyle was advised of the facts and 
went down the street after the ‘man. 
In the interval the visitor. had tele- 
phoned Mr. Jacobus and told him the 
same story. 


Questioned by Policeman. 


The slender man in brown, with 
the agitated manner, was standing 
in front of Jacobus at the counter 
and the second pharmacist was de- 


bating whether to cash a check for 
$5 when Doyle walked in, He put 
several questions to ‘‘Dr. stello.’’ 


The.doctor answered them. briskly 

and then asked if he might get a 
lass of water at the soda fountain. 
oyle offered no objection. 

The doctor’s back was turned to 
the druggist and to the policeman. 
The soda clerk who had handed ‘him 
a glass of water was polishing a 
glass and looking out of the window. 
The man drank the water—perhaps 
having slipped something from a test 
tube in his pocket into it. He turned, 
looked at the policeman and fell to 
the floor.

THREE NEW SITES OFFERED 





Bronx Committee of Association 
Backs Starlight Stadium as Scene 
of Milk Fund Benefit. 





Public protest since . Wednesday 
caused Park Commissioner Hennessy 
of the Bronx yesterday to modify 
the permit he had granted to Miller 
Brothers 101 Ranch Wild West Show 
to enclose the parade ground of Van 
Cortlandt Park and occupy near-by 
park lands for two weeks while giv-’ 
ing paid performances partly for the 
benefit of the Free Milk Fund for 
Babies, of which Mrs. William Ran- 
dolph Hearst is. president. ; 
As soon as Mrs. Nelson H. Henry, 
vice president and executive of the 
milk fund, returns to the city on 
Monday, Commissioner Hennessy 
said, she will be notified that her 
permit is» no longer good‘ for the 
parade grounds and that the ‘shdw 
must stay within the limits of the 
rough’ cinder-filled plot lying south 
of 242d Street and east of Broad- 
way, originally provided for the 
horse lines, cook wagons, feed storés 
and traveling camp of the show.” 

Straus Opposes ‘‘Compromise.” 

When Commissioner Hennessy’s 
proposal was reported to Nathan 
Straus .Jr., president of the Park 
Association of New York City, Mr. 
Straus said it was an attempt to 
compromise with the principle, which 
he would lay beforethe Park As- 
ciation today. He will seek to have 
a formal protest: addressed to the 
commissioners against any.such en- 


croachment whatsoever, even for a

Meanwhile the Bronx committee of 
the Park Association telegraphed 
Mrs. Hearst, offering three sites out- 
side the park, procured by the com- 
mittee, ‘‘in the interest of the milk 
fund, the city at large and those 
who hold the view that; ks should 
be protected from all types of en- 
croachment.’’ : 

Two sites were. offered without 
charge. The third, recommended by 
the committee as ‘‘most desirable,’’ 
was the‘stadium at Starlight Park, 
adjoining the New York Coliseum, 
where the, Ringling Brothers and 
Barnum & Bailey circus recently 
gave performances. ..

BETHLEHEM, Pa., May 10.—Be- 
fore what is annually among Ameri- 
ca’s mest remarkable assemblages 
of its kind, a gathering composite 
alike of musical pilgrimage and of 
certain aspects of cloistered retreat 
and devotion, the Bethlehem Bach 
Choir opened today its twenty-third 
yearly session of two brief days in 
the Packer Memorial Church of Le- 
high University. 

For the first time since 1922 and 
the fifth only in this local setting, Dr. 
J. Fred Wolle’s famous singers per- 
formed Bach’s solemn music of “The 
Passion according to St. Matthew 
to be followed in closing tomorrow 
by the annual repetition of the com- 
poser’s great B Minor Mass. 


The St. Matthew ‘‘Passion’’ has 


~ been widely sung this year in Europe 


and the United States as an observ- 
ance of the 200th anniversary of 
Bach’s first production of it on Good 
Friday, 1729, and the centenary of 
Mendelssohn’s rediscovery and re- 
vival of the music in 1829 for later 
generations. 

It can scarcely have been. heard 
under fairer skies than shone today 
above this American valley of ancient 
faith and modern industry. Here 
amid Eastern Pennsylvania’s hills, 
dusted white with dogwood bloom or 
purple with laurel and wistaria, the 
afternoon’s early-arriving audience 
met a scene rarely equaled in the 
many years of Bethlehem’s festival.

The Moravian trombone choir of

BELIEVES NEW PLAN 
WOULD SAVE I. M. M. 


Franklin Advises Recapitalization 
to Stockholders to Avoid 
‘Resort to Dissolution.’ 


P. A. S. Franklin, president of the 
International Mercantile Marine 
Company, sent to stockholders yes- 
terday a formal announcement of 
the plan to recapitalize the company, 
which plan was announced in detail 
on May 2. The plan provides for re- 


tirement of the existing preferred 
and common stocks and their replace- 
ment by a new issue of 720,000 shares 
of no par capital stock. The holder 
of each share of preferred would re- 
ceive $20 in cash and one share of 
new stock, and each holder of one 
share of common would receive one- 
fifth of a share of the new stock. A 
meeting of stockholders has been 
called for June 24 to vote on the 
plan. 

In his remarks to stockholders Mr. 
Franklin said: - 

“If the carrying out of this plan 
is prevented, or if for any reason it 
fails of consummation, the alternative 
would seem to be to resort to disso- 
lution, and a possible reorganiza- 
tion of the company would inevitably 
result in delay and be accompanied 
by large legal and reorganization ex- 
penses, and would not, in the opinion 
of your directors, result as favorably 
to all the stockholders as the plan 
now proposed. 

“The company’ s operations during 
the year 1928, after making certain 
adjustments from _ reserves,’ will 
show some improvement over the re- 
sults for 1927, and its cash position 
is strong, but its consolidated bal- 
ance sheet, as of Dec. 31, 1928, 
shows a capital impairment, or def- 
icit, of about $29,000,000. This con- 
dition prohibits the directors from 
legally applying eet available cash 
toward the payment of the accrued 
dividends on _ the preferred stock. 
Even if the company’s operations in 
the future were as_ successful as 
could reasonably be expected, it is 
not possible to hold out any en- 
couragement that this capital im- 
pairment could be made good for 
many years, and until it is, no divi- 
dends can be declared.’’ 

This offer differs from the former 
plan, which was defeated by a mi- 
nority group of stockholders, in that 
the preferred shareholders will re- 
ceive $20 in cash and one new share 
of no par value, instead of one-fifth 
of a share of new no-par stock re- 
tirable at $100. The common share- 
holders will receive the same treat- 
ment as under the previous plan.

New York Central’s New Plan Held 
Boon in Express Shipping. 


The New York Central Railroad 
announced yesterday the demorStra- 
tion of a new method of handling 
which the railroad expects will re- 
volutionize express shipment meth- 
ods. The method was demonstrated 
before bankers, express company 
and railroad officials at the Thirty- 
third Street freight station of the 
railroad. 

The new method is to be used with 
container cars. These are cars of 
the open type in which large tanks 
loaded with small freight that 
would otherwise move as less-than 
carload freight, are moved. As 
demonstrated, a new type of con- 
tainer car has sides which drop 
down, permitting an electric lift 
truck to pick up and remove th2 
containers and transfer them to au- 
tomobile trucks.

Distributive trade was hampered 
this week by unseasonably cool and 
wet xeather in many parts of the 
couptry, both wholesale and retail 
business suffering, the commercial 
reviews report. Factory industry, 
however, while showing some reces- 
sions, continued at a high rate and 
made a relatively better showing 
than did distribution. The business 
situation as a whole is pictured as 
better than a year ago, particularly 
with regard to operations in the 
‘‘theavy’’ industrial lines. 

Crop reports continue toindicate that 
Fall-sown grains, particularly Winter 
wheat and rye, have been benefited 
by abundant moisture, but Spring 
farm work, especially planting of 
corn, has been retarded by the very 
same weather condition. The abun- 
dance of soil moisture is neverthe- 
less regarded as a hopeful sign, pro- 
vided it is followed by warm growing 
weather. Note is taken of the liqui- 
dation and the lower prices in all 
world grain markets, May wheat de- 
clining to the lowest level since 1924. 
Speculative sentiment was unusually 
bearish, owing to excessive supplies 
of old wheat in all exporting coun- 
tries with a new harvest of liberal 
proportions almost at hand.

Authorities Show Increasing Demand 
in Talks to Industrial Adver- 
tisers at Capital.

WASHINGTON, May 10.—Empha- 
sizing the high productive capacity 
of the American worker, which in 
the machinery-manufacturing indus- 
try he put.at $5,200 per year, as com- 
pared with $1,500 in Germany and 
England, Julius Klein, Assistant 
‘Secretary of Commerce, described 
the world-wide spread of industrial- 
ization as one of the outstanding 
post-war developments in an address 
tonight before the National Indus- 
trial Advertisers’ Association.

“Clearly this new post-war world 
of industry that has arisen out of 
the dead ashes of 1914-18 is eager for 
the most up-to-date creations of our 
industrial engineers. 

“Nor is this truly impressive de- 
mand for American. machinery the 
result simply of smart salesmanship 
on our part. It is put a recognition 
of. the admitted superiority of Amer- 
ican industrial equipment. 

“In the machinery manufacturing 
industry. itself, for.example, thanks 
to™the efficiency of its workers and 
its mechanical equipment, an output 
of $5,200 worth per worker is secured 
each year, whereas in Germany and

Prof E. R. Groves Blames Adults 
for Prohibition Abuses — Grace 
Abbott Pleads for Mothers’ Aid.

WASHINGTON, May 10.—Lawless- 
ness in American life, indiscriminate 
“‘petting,’’ abuse of the prohibition 
law, and the influences that lead to 
unhappy marriages ending in° di- 
vorce, all were the responsibility and 
the fault of parents and teachers and 
not of the young people of today, Dr. 
Ernest R. Groves, Professor of Soci- 
ology at the University of North 
Carolina, today told the 1,200 dele- 
gates attending the annual conven- 
tion here of the National: Parent- 
Teachers’ Association. 

Whatever excesses youth may in- 
dulge in today, he declared, were 
done as a protest against the con- 
stant coercion in home and school. 

“The most important organization 
needed to cope with modern youth,’’ 
he said, ‘‘is an organization to leave 
children alone.” . , 

He placed the blame. for most’ of 
the evils growing out of abuse of the 
prohibition law upon the adult. 

‘“‘Adults are the grafters who are 
disobeying the laws,’’ he added. 


“‘They are the ones who are making 
profits from it—not the youth of the 
country.”’ 

Present day lawlessness in Amer- 
ica, he said, could be traced to Colo- 
nial times, when a legal battle in

court was a ‘‘countryside contest” in 
which the outcome of justice was 
secondary. , 

Admitting that ‘‘there are some 
children whose real misfortune is 
their parents,’’ Miss Grace Abbott, 
chief.of the Children’s Bureau of 
the Department of Labor, maintained 
that for most--children home - was 
the best place, and in discussing :the 
subject of the responsibility of the 
public toward~the dependent child 
insisted that ‘‘no children should: be 
taken’from its home on the grounds 
of poverty alone:’’ - : 

“‘Formeriy,’’ she said, “we uséd_ to 
say to the children whose fathers 


died, leaving their mothers without 
necessary funds for support. ‘You 
have lost a father by death; you will 
now lose a mother by separation,”’ 
and we placed the child in an insti- 
tution or boarded her in some one 
else’s home. 

“It was to prevent exactly that 
from happening that mothers’ pen- 
sion laws were passed, or, more ac- 
curately, public aid for children in 
eal own homes was provided by 
aw. ‘ 

“For most children the evidence is 
overwhelming that a home is the 
best Place and children’s agencies 
which supply foster homes have tak- 
en care of an increasing number and 
some institutions have wisely re- 
duced their numbers by boarding 
their wards in good family homes.’’ 

The next step in development, Miss 
Abbott said, was ‘‘the conclusion 
that we should begin with the theory 
that the best place for a child is his 
own home and never remove him 
from it because of poverty.’’ 

Mother’s aid administration, ac- 
cording to Miss Abbott, ‘‘offers the 
most obvious evidence of the serious- 
ness of placing laws on the statute 
books: but -failing.to: make them 
practically . effective. through. ade- 
quate appropriations and proper ad- 
ministration.’”’ 

“While the State law must. be 
drawn with a-.view to local..needs 
and existing local machinery,’’ she 
said, ‘‘these principles are found in 
the laws of many States with widely 
varying conditions and local admin- 
istration machinery. . 

“All of this money and the expen- 
diture of more for intelligent and 
helpful supervision is in accordance 
with a growing conviction of the im-
